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Seven Injured In New Year’s Accident

The New Year started in Winchester 
with a near tragedy. 


Seven youths were injured New 
Year’s Day in an early morning 
collision which demolished the two 
automobiles involved. 


The accident occurred on Cambridge 
st. at 2:49 a.m. when a north-bound car 
carrying four Winchester girls collided 
with a car headed south on the wrong 
side. 


The driver of the second car, John 
Lee, 19, of 70 Arlington st., fled the ac- 
cident scene on foot leaving his two 
passengers, a 20-year-old Winchester 
man and a 18-year-old former resident, 
behind. 


The crash reduced both cars to piles of 
twisted metal and left pieces of the 
automobiles scattered along Cambridge 
st. 

According to Police Safety Officer 
John McKinley, who is investigating the 
case, an empty beer case, four broken 
beer bottles and two crushed beer cans 
were found near the accident scene. 


“It’s a miracle that anybody in the 
accident came out alive,’' said Roberta 
McNamara, the mother of Jodi 
McNamara, the driver of the first car. 


McNamara, 18, of 14 Dix st.. suffered 
most severe injuries in the crash. She 
was rushed to Symmes Hospital in the 
Winchester Fire Dept. ambulance, and 
Jater transferred to Childrens Hospital in 
eoston, 


At Childrens Hospital, she underwent 
two days of surgery and is listed in fair 
condition in the intensive care ward. 


According to Mrs. McNamara, her 
daughter has been conscious, although 
she suffered ‘extensive injuries’'. 


“All [ can tell you 1s that for the 
amount of trauma and surgery she had to 
go through, she is doing well,” said Mrs. 
McNamara. ‘She is young and healthy 
and stable, and right now we're just 
taking it day by day.”’ 


The other five victims at the accident 
scene — Patricia Markham, 18, of 84 
Wildwood st.; Christine Currier, 18, of 19 
Blossom Hill rd.; Alice Burns, 19, of 49 
Wedgemere ave.; John Boudreau, 18, of 
Claremont, N.H.; and David Cannava, 
20, of Squire rd. — were all taken to 
Winchester Hospital. 


Lee was admitted to Winchester 
Hospital later that afternoon suffering

Burns, a passenger in McNamara's 
car, was treated and immediately 
released. Boudreau a passenger in the 
Lee car, was released Monday and Lee 
was released Tuesday afternoon. 


Markham, another passenger of 
McNamara, is still in the intensive care 
unit of Winchester Hospital, where she is 
listed in fair condition suffering from 
multiple fractures and lacerations, 
according to a hospital spokesman. 


Currier, the last person to be pulled 
from the wreckage of McNamara’s car, 
was moved from intensive care on 
Tuesday. She is listed in fair condition 
with multiple fractures. 


Cannava, the third passenger in Lee’s

car, is listed in good condition with 
multiple trauma. 


According to the report by officer 
John Guarente, McNamara, driving a 
1969 Mercury Comet coupe registered to 
James Markham of Medford, was 
headed north on Cambridge st. when she 
collided with the car driven by Lee. 


Lee, driving in a 1974 Chevrolet 
Camaro, was heading south on Cam- 
bridge st. on the wrong side of the road 
when he struck McNamara's car, ac- 
cording to Guarente’s report. 


The accident occurred nearly on the 
curb on the north-bound side of Cam- 
bridge st., according to officer McKinley, 


When Guarente arrived on the scene, 
Lee had already fled, The four girls were 


trapped inside the car, and the Win- 
chester police officer had no one to help 
him. 

“He (Guarente) said to me that when 
he arrived at the scene, he knew when he 
did 9 quick triage that he had some 
serious problems,” said McKinley. ‘‘He 
was alone in the cruiser, and he had to 
leave the victims to radio for more help.” 


Fortunately for the girls trapped in 
the car, two nurses driving by stopped 
and administered first aid to the accident 
victims. 


“John (Guarente) said the nurses 
were a tremendous help, a real asset,” 
said McKinley. ‘And they left before he 
could even get their names,” 


It took over an hour before the six

Winchester firefighters, using the ‘Jaws 
of Life’, could free the last passenger 
from the shattered Mercury. 


Eventually, two fire engines, the 
Winchester and Woburn ambulances, 
two tow trucks, Guarente and the two 
nurses were needed at the scene. 


Two other automobiles, parked in the 
driveway at 23 Cambridge st., were 
damaged in the accident. McNamara's 
car struck a 1972 Plymouth Valiant 
owned by a Vermont man, which in turn 
struck a 1064 Mercedes-Benz owned by 
the resident of 23 Cambridge st. 


After seeing the victims to Winchester 
Hospital, Guarente went in search of Lee. 
At 6:30 a.m., according to his report, he 
went to Lee's Arlington st. home and to 


Winchester Is Wealthy, But Not The 


In assessing the expenditure per

No matter how you measure it, 
Winchester does not qualify as one of the 
“wealthiest’’ communities in eastern 
Massachusetts, according to a study 
recently released to the Star. 

In fact, the study placed about 23 
towns higher than Winchester in a list 
ranking 145 eastern MA. towns from 
wealthiest to poorest. 

Nonetheless, Winchester is still one of 
the top 25 communities, placing it in the 
“wealthy’’ category as opposed to the 
“wealthiest’’ one, 

Economie Development Coordinator 
John Connery asked for the study results 
as part of his retail market analysis of 
Winchester. The work was done by Bob 
Costello, an economic development 
planner with the Metropolitan Area 
Planning Council (MAPC). 

“l was curious to see how Winchester 
compared with the surrounding towns,"’ 
Connery explained. ‘‘You have a dif- 
ferent picture of your town when it's 
compared with others in the area.”’ 

Ina comparison of property values, 22 
towns came oul wealthier than Win- 
chester. Twenty-four towns were ahead 
of Winchester in a comparison of ex- 
penditure per pupil (the money each 
town spends on students from the ages of 
five to 17). And in comparison of income 
per capita, 24 communities placed before 
Winchester. 

Costello used three different stan- 
dards to compare wealth to cover all the 
bases. ‘There is an ongoing argument 
about which of these methods is the best 
indicator of wealth, so! decided to use all 
three,” he explained. 

But no matter which figures were 
used, the wealthiest towns always came 
out in the same area — just west of route 
128. 

“The wealth belt has shuffled west of 
12h and oul to some nice seacoast 
locations,"" Connery noted. “The money 


in metropolitan Boston has moved out of 
the 128 core but it hasn't moved toward 
Toute 495."" 

But Winchester is definitely one of the 
wealthiest towns in the area east of route 
128. And some of the poorest towns are 
also located in that same small vicinity, 
according to the study. 

“No question about it, Winchester is 
definitely wealthy,” Connery said. ‘It’s a 
truly affluent town, but it's not among the 
wealthiest. 

“We're surrounded by poorer com- 
munities and that in my opinoin makes 
Winchester look like the wealthiest,” he 
added. ‘‘It's totally relative” 

Connery acknowledged that there 
may be discrepencies between Win- 
chester resident's perceptions of the 
town’s wealth and the study results and 
said they could probably be blamed on 
relativity. 

“We're one of the few communities 
that is definitely affluent and inside the 
core of 128 as opposed to the others 
outside the core and that gives us the 
perception of being wealthier,’ Connery 
said. ‘‘Winchester is part of the affluent 
belt but it's in‘the minority inside. 

“We keep relating ourselves to 
Woburn, Stoneham and Medford and that 
makes us seem richer,” he added. ‘But 
Belmont and Winchester are the 
wealthiest towns closest to the urban 
core no matter how you cut it.” 

The study results are as follows: 

The ‘‘wealthiest’’ communities in 
descending order starting with the very 
wealthiest in terms of property values 
are Dover, Weston, Lincoln, Marblehead, 
Rockport, Wellesley, Belmont, 
Brookline, Carlisle, Concord, Lexington, 
Manchester, Sherborn, Wenham, and 
Westwood; the ‘‘wealthy” towns are 
Cohasset, Needham, Newton, Swamp- 
scott, Topsfield, Wayland, Winchester, 
Bedford, Bolton, Duxbury, Lynnfield, 
Milton and Everett; the ‘poorest’ 


communities beginning with the very 
poorest are Bellingham, Chelsea, 
Franklin and Rockland; The ‘‘poor" 


communities are Hudson, Lynn, Norfolk, . 


Somerville, Wilmington, Wrentham, 
Boston, Cambridge, Holbrook, Hull, 
Malden, Medford, Pembroke, Revere 
and Winthrop. The rest of the towns fell 
somewhere in the middle between the 
wealthy and poor categories.

Selectmen To Set Hauler 
Fees At Public Hearing 


Commercial trash haulers who have. 
been paying the same $2 fee as residents 
to dump the contents of their trucks atl 
the town transfer station may have lo dig 
a little deeper into their pockets. 


Selectmen are considering setling up 
a seperate fee for commercial haulers, 
charging between 25¢ and $5 per trip to 
the station, depending on the size of the 
truck. 


Last November, Town Meeting 
members voted to institute stich a fee. 
And next Monday. the selectmen will 
hold a public hearing, the last step in 
eslablishing the charge. 


The hearing will be at 8:15 in the 
Board of Selectmen's room. 


At Monday's board meeling, selec- 
tmen explained that while the $2 fee to 
residents may cover the cost of removing 
one resident's trash, it did not cover the 
cost of moving a truckload of refuse out 
of town. 


The town pays a private firm $17.50 
per ton to haul trash from the transter 
Station to a tandfill Approximately 40 
tons per day of trash comes into the 
stalion. 


“When the town set the $2 fee for 
residents, it must have been because it 
determined that $2 reasonably offset the 
cost of operating the transfer station," 
said Selectman Alan Macdonald. 


“If they have large vehicles —- up to 
2.5 tons — bringing in trash, they are 
obviously bringing in more than $2 
worth,” he continued. 


And Selectman Chairman Edward 
O'Connell noted that “the commercial 
haulers may be bringing in the refuse of 
100 residents — that's $200 worth of 
stickers." 


A committee made up of Selectman 
Michael Saraco, Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, DPW Director Dom Serratore, 
Operations Manager E.J. Murphy and 
Transfer Station Operator Andrew 
Connolly held three meetings with the 
commercial haulers to work out the fees. 


According to Saraco, the haulers were 
at first upset by what they saw as double 
taxation — since residents had lo pay for 
a dump sticker, those wha also hired 
haulers were paying to use the dump 
twice, 


But Selectman Wade Welch. who said 
tiionly time he has been to the transfer 
SBo"ss to campaign, said he never 
Bought a sticker. 


T think you will find that most people 
who pay to have their trash taken away 
don't bother to get a sticker,” he said. 


Saraco told the selectmen Monday 
that after discussing the matter with the 
haulers, they began to come around. 


Saraco said most of the objections 
came from the haulers ‘‘when we were 


talking about higher fees Now they're 
satisficd and they made some good 
suggestions," 


Saraco said the commillee’s bigpest 
problem sas setting up the tees so they 
would only apply to haulers who made 
money carrying brash. 


“We wanted to be sure to inchide 
trash coming from the condominiums 
sand the large apartments. where the 
cost of hauling the trash is coming oul of 
the rent,’ said Saraco 


“But on the other hand. we didn't 
want lo charge the corner variety sotore 
or the gas station that is hauling its own 
trash.” he said. “And we wanted to make 
sure residents who owned a commercial 
vehicle, and used it to haul their own 
trash. could.” 


To settle these difficullies, a section 
was included in the new fee schedule 
defining commercial haulers as “an 
individual or firm routinely engaged in 
business of picking up and disposing ol 
refuse for a fee or as part of a service 
charge for operation of a residence or 
business. 


“Excluded from this definition,” the 
section continued, “are individuals using 
commercially licensed vehicles — for

False Alarm Trippers 
Socked With $25 Fine 


Winchester is tired of hearing from 
the boy who cried wolf. 

The Winchester Police Dept. an- 
swered 2031 false burglar alarms in 1980, 
according (o Police Crime Prevention 
Officer Kevin Mawn, and although the 
final figures are not in yel, Mawn said he 
expects the 1981 false alarm total to top 
UT, 


Before Jan. 1, all these who tripped a 
false alarm got was a glare and perhaps 
a caustic comment fram the police of- 
fivers who had to race to the scene, 
thinking there was a burglar on the 
premises. 

Lut Loday, those who [requently set off 
talse alarms in Winchesler will get be hit 
with a $25 for each false alarm. 

There is a period of grace — alarm 
owners get three free false alarm calls 
trom the police before they get socked 
with the §25 charge 

Mawn explained the selectmen in- 
stituted the charge last July, after the 
board became aware of the high number 
of false alarms. 

“We had 80 to 100 parties that had five 
or more false alarms in 1981," said 
Miwn “'Thirly of those 80-odd had 12 or 
more false alarms. And we had people 
with 60 to 70 false alarms each year.” 

Mawn explained that when police 
offic rushed to responded to false 
alarms, il tied up men and endangered 
the public. 

“Police rushing to an alarm are liable 
to be involved in an accident,” he said. 
“And it ties them up. A Jot of limes, when 


we have one man in the cruiser, we have 
to send a back-up. So they're actually 
tying up two cruisers.” 

Before Jan. 1, when the new alarm 
regulation took effect, the police sent out 
notices to the 8)-odd companies and 
residences which had more than five 
false alarms in 980. 

The notice informed the alarm owners 
of the new regulation, noted the number 
of false alarms in 980 and 198, and told the 
alarm owner to call Chief John Mellugh 
or Mawn if they had any questions. 

From now on, police will be filling out 
a special form for each alarm call they 
make, Half of the form will be given to 
the alarm owner, and will state the new 
law. 

The other half will be kept in police 
files. 


“In case they turn around and say ‘1 
don't remember having three false 
alarms, we'll have ihe records in our 
files," said Mawn. 


The $25 fee will cover the cast of the 
police coming to the false alarm. 
Records will be kept by the calendar 
year, and each alarm owner will get 
three false alarms free each year. 

Whether or not the new charge will cut 
down on the number of false alarms 
remains to be seen. 


But Mawn noted that on Jan. 4, one 
habitual offender had already tripped the 
alarm three times, using up his quota of 
freebies. 

“And the day's not over yeur yet,” 
added.

Compared to automobile insurance 
increases that averaged 15 percent 
across the state, experienced drivers in 
Winchester will pay an average of 11.4 at 
the most. 

“Winchester fares better than any 
other town around it,’ explained Marcia 
Sallmarsh of the Saltmarsh Insurance 
Agency. ‘The state average is aboul 25 
percent higher.” 

Experienced drivers in Woburn, 
Stoneham, and Arlington face increases 
of 4.7 and 12.7 percent on their com- 
pulsory and comprehensive rates, 
respectively In Lexington, the average 
compulsory and comprehensive rates 
rose by 7.4 and 13.2 percent. 

But in Winchester, compulsory and 


- comprehensive . Fates.only went up by a 


relatively small 1.4 and 11.4 percent for 
experienced drivers, or those with more 
than six years behind the wheel. Com- 
pulsory insurance is the minimum 
coverage required by law, and com- 
prehensive refers to a maximum 
package of coverage that would include 
collision insurance for example, among 
others.

year-old domestic mode! costing about 
$6000, according to Saltmarsh. 

Inexperienced Winchester drivers, 
those with less than three years ex- 
perience, received larger increases than 
their hometown elders, but will pay less 
than their statewide contemporaries. 
Rates for compulsory and com- 
prehensive rose 11.5 and 18.1 percent, 
while in Woburn, Stoneham, and 
Arlington they rose by 17.5 and 23.3 
percent, respectively. 

There is a separate group for drivers 
wilh between three and six years driving 
experience, but the State Insurance 
Department has not yet calculated their 
average rate increase. This rate group 
was begun in 1981 and continues to be 
phased in this year, according to Howard 
Mahler Director of the State Rating 
Buresu 

Mahler offered some average rate 
figures to help translate the percentages 
into what the actual dollar damage will 
look like. For experienced drivers, the 
average compulsory premium will go 
from $173.50 to $176 and the average 
comprehensive package will jump from 
$425.50 to $474. Inexperienced drivers will 


have to come up with even more cash as 
their charges rise from $256.50 to $286, for 
compulsory coverage, and $588.50 to $695, 
for comprehensive. 

Nevertheless, if Winchester was 
assigned to any one of 19 other more 
costly rate territories, the increases 
would be significantly higher. Premiums 
are charged according to which of 25 
areas in the state a particular car is 
primarily garaged in. Each area or 
territory, is determined on a statistical 
rather than geographic basis. 

Territories were adjusted according 
to size and frequency of claims in the 
years 1976 to 1979. Winchester remained 
in territory six, a notable fact con- 
sidering the proximity to urban Boston, - 
which is the most accident-prone 
territory. Other towns in Winchester's 
territory include Belmont, North 
Reading, Cohasset, Hanover, and North 
Adams. 

But those in businesses under the 
thumb of rising insurance costs find little 
comfort in the knowledge that Win- 
chester drivers will pay less of an in- 
crease than most.

Center For Classroom 


After a year of guiding the programs 
and activities at the Jenks Center, Jenks 
Program Administrator Sheiley Ober is 
leaving for the college classroom. 

Ober’s final day at the Jenks will be 
tomorrow, after which she will take up 
the life of a management student at 
Simmons College. 

“T have a background in social work, 
but here I end up doing half social work 
and half administration,” said Ober. “In 
order to do more management, I need 
technical skills.” 

In spite of not having those ‘technical 
skills”, Ober said she has managed 
to implement a few programs she views 
with pride. 

“What I’ve tried to do is meet the 
needs of different types of people in 
developing new programs,” said Ober. 
“And I've had a lot of support from the 
executive board and a lot of individual 
volunteers."” 

Ober points toa slew of new courses 
and seminars run in conjunction with 
Winchester Hospital — a hearing and 
vision seminar, a memory program, a 
diet class and a CPR course — as ad- 
ditions to the schedule of events at Jenks. 

One of the longer range projects she 
has worked on with the Winchester 
Seniors Assoc. and the Council on Aging 


was the expanded transportation 
program, which now provides rides all 
over town for seniors. 


“We did a survey to find out the need, 
we had a mass recruiting of volunteers, 
we worked to get at state grant for gas 
money — and now we've got what looks 
like a good program,” she said. 

Ober’s latest project, and one which 
she hopes will continue after she leaves, 
is a cooperative effort between Jenks 
volunteers and the Winchester schools. 

“‘Leanor Rich has been working with 
the schools to set up a reading program 
at Ambrose, where seniors help kids with 
reading problems,” she said. ‘That kind 
of involvement is so important, and it 
could develop into a close relationship 
between the seniors and the kids,.”’ 

That kind of relationship, Ober noted, 
is important for the seniors as well as the 
pupils. 

“Tf a volunteer leaches, it gives them 
something Lo do, it keeps them active," 
she said. 

Ober said she is busy preparing 
material for her successor, and will stop 
in to help the new program administrator 
in the first few weeks of the job. 

“And I'll be living in town,"' she said. 
“So I'll be stopping by to see the people 
here occasionally.”

Very liltle seems to make an 
impression on drivers,  par- 
ticularly young drivers, who 
chose to drive drunk.

And yet, barely three hours 
into the New Year, Winchester 
was scarred by another tragic 
accident. Fortunately, no one 
was killed. But three girls barely 
escaped death and are now

recovering from serious injuries 
suffered when they were in- 
volved In a two-car accident on 
Cambridge street. (See story, 
page t). 


And once again, alcohol may 
have been involved. An empty 
beer case and fragments of beer 
bottles and cans were found near 
the car that struck the girls’ 
vehicle. 


Our state must hammer into 
the youth and the adults who live 
here that alcohol and gasoline 
are a lethal combination. 

Gov. Edward King took the 


first tentative step this weck, 
after Massachusetts suffered 14 


New Year's Eve deaths, by 
setting up a task force lo study 
the means to end drunken 


driving on the state’s roads. 


Our first reaction upon 
considering the problem is to say 
that the state needs tougher 
drinking-driving laws. But ac- 
cording to the state’s Registrar 
of Motor Vehicles, Richard 
McLaughlin, the state already 
has such laws. 


In a recent’ interview, 
McLaughlin pointed out that a 
first offense for drunken driving 


could carry a fine of $100 anda 
one-year jail term. 


A second offense could send 
the drunken driver to jatl for five 
years, with a fine of $2000. 


Yet McLaughlin went on to 
say that the average fine for 
drunken driving in 
Massachusetts is between $75 
and $135. And in his 20 years asa 
registrar, McLaughlin said, he 
has seen no more than 12 people 
go to jail for any motor vehicle 
offense, including fatalities 


involving driving under the 
influence.

Resident Advocates Nuclear Power; Claims It Is An Alternative To Coal 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

It was very interesting to read how 
Acid Rain is starting to affect the ponds 
in Winchester. Frank Muggia is indeed a 
bright young man to have done the 
research he has done on the subject and 
the Star did a service to us to print the 
resulls. 


The choice however, is not between 
Coal, and Wind or Solar, for the 
generation of affordable electricity. Coal 
is being used because il costs about five 
cents per kilowatt hour. Wind and Solar 
(photovoltaic) cost about 20 times that 
for initial generalion and that doubles if 
you have to store it and provide backup 
facililies to provide secure power when 
the wind is not blowing adequately or the 
sun is not shining (about 65 percent of the 
time in our area). 


Most knowledgeable people in the 
energy field do not expect more than two 
or three percent of our electric energy to 
be generated from wind or solar (ex- 


cluding hydroelectric power) before the 
year 2000. One of the major problems 
associated with these technologies is the 
large amount of material required to 
collect the relatively weak and in- 
termittent supply of energy and the 
difficulty of storing a quantity that 
depends on movement to the user for its 
existance (Eg. electricity depends on a 
place for the current to flow to). 


Because of the large material 
requirements the so called ‘'soft 
technologies” are not pollution free 
either. A single solar plant which would 
equal say Seabrook (1000 megawatts) 
would require about 50 square miles of 
photovoltaic collectors. (The town of 
Winchester by comparison is only about 
five square miles.) 


Significant amounts of pollution would 
result in manufacturing the components 
for a 50 square mile plant largely 
fabricated from steel, aluminum, copper

Family From Burning Taxi Cab 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

At approximately 10 p.m. on the night 
of Dec. 26, 1 was returning from Logan 
Internationa! Airport in Boston to my 
home in Lexington. With me in the laxi, 
were my wife and three of my daughters, 
as we had just completed a week's 
holiday in Aruba. The taxi was also 
packed full with our luggage. 


En route, al a traffic light in Win- 
chester, a young man, later identified as 
David Guthrie, suddenly appeared at the 
driver's window and shouted that the 
under side of the taxi was on fire. He 
flung open the doors and led our family to 
a Safe distance away. He then ran back lo 
his own car and returned with a fire 
extinguisher. Leaning underneath the 
laxi, he extinguished the flames, which 
were by now, licking the gasoline tank, 
though we shouted for him to get away. 
But he persisted until the flames were 
oul. He then returned to our huddled 
family group and calmly talked to us, 
thus minimizing the effects of trauma 
and shock.

St. Mary's does not pay their teachers 
aS much as public schools do, For 
example, salaries at St. Mary's are 
approximately 25 percent less than those 
of the Winchester public school system, 
according to school officials, Rev. Arthur 
Reardon, pastor of St. Mary’s Church 
and financial director of the school, says 
that teachers at St. Mary's realize they 
could be paid more elsewhere bul they 
come to St. Mary’s nonetheless because 
there is a different atmosphere in the 
classroom. ‘The students do not require 
policing,’ Rev. Reardon says. “Il is the 
nature of the school." 

Sr. Michaelinda adds that because the 
financial] reimbursement is not as at- 
tractive as that offered by the public 
schools, ‘we attract teachers who have 
lo be dedicated, who love teaching and 
who accept a cul in salary in order to 
teach children who are willing to learn in 
a disciplined situation." 

According to school officials, all of the 
teachers at St. Mary’s have been ap- 
proved by the Department of Education 
of the Archdiocese of Boston, which 
demands as a prerequisite certification 
by the state Department of Education. 

“People may wonder if parochial 
school teachers are teachers who 
couldn't get jobs elsewhere,”’ says Sr. 
Michaelinda. ‘‘But this simply isn't true. 
All our teachers have bachelor's degrees 
and five of them have enough credits to 
be in a master’s program.” 

Six years ago, Sr. Michaelinda in- 
troduced another new prograin — pre- 
kindergarten and kindergarten classes. 
At present, 26 students are enrolled in 
three pre-kindergarten classes and 15 in 
the kindergarten class, The teacher is a 
qualified early childhood education 
teacher, says Sr. Michacelinda. ‘It is not 
a playschool-lype of setting," she says. 
Kindergarten covers three primers in a 
year as the children work on mastering 
sounds, alphabet, printing, and the basic 
concepts of Christianity. 

Sr. Michaelinda says she is always 
looking for new ways to improve the 
curriculum. She interviewed 18 teachers 
for three regular teacher openings this 
year. The teachers she hired were 
specialists in fields of education which 
she thought could be strengthened. The 
school’s new pre-algebra teacher (who 
also teaches fourth grade) enables the 
seventh and eighth grade students to get 
advanced work in math before they enter

Seventh and eighth grade students are 
also being taught Spanish by a part-time 
Specialist who is the editor of a new 
Spanish textbook published by D. C. 
Heath. “Students must keep up a certain 
average to be able to remain in the 
Spanish classes,’ Sr. Michaelinda says. 

Next year, Sr. Michaelinda says, St. 
Mary’s wilt also have a full-time music 
instructor to min a complete music 
curriculum ranging from music ap- 
preciation and private lessons to choir. 

AtSt. Mary’s, the third ingredient for 
a good school — a tone- setting, uniting 
bond — is religion. “The basic reason 
parents send their children here is for a 
Solid foundation in the faith,” says Rev. 
Reardon. ‘But if the academics were not 
strong, the schoot would fail.’ 

St. Mary's is one of seven parochial 
schools in the Archdiocese of Boston with 
anentirely lay teaching staff headed by a 
principal in a religious order. ‘When we 
first learned that we were going to be all 
lay, many thought that people would 
leave the school in droves," says Sr. 
Michaelinda. 

It did not turn out that way, as 
enrollinent figures show. ‘‘All the 
teachers are good, Catholic Christians,” 
says Sr. Michaelinda. ‘They know the 
philosophy of the school when they ap- 
ply.'"’ And Sr. Michaelinda has found that 
students can relate to teachers who have 
not taken vows — people who live 
everyday lives just like themselves. 
“The teachers show what a Catholic life 
can be and the students can see more 
easily that they can do it too,"’ she says. 

There are currently six non-Catholics 
in the school. ‘It is nol true that people 
other than Catholics don’t fit in,’ says Sr. 
Michaelinda. 

And sometimes the non-Catholics {it 
in very well indeed. Since Sr. 
Michaelinda arrived in Winchester in 
1974, there have been nine student con- 
verts to Catholicism. 

And it has worked both ways. Sr. 
Michaelinda cited the example of a 
fourth grade teacher who received the 
sacraments of communion and con- 
fession for the first time herself along 
with her class. 

The fourth and final element for a 
good school — parent and community 
involvement — is an important factor in 
parochia! schools, according to Rev. 
Sullivan. Parochial schools have 
changed in the past few years from being 
“Sister (nuns) schools to parents 
schools,’’ he says. ‘‘Parental in- 
volvement plays a major role in the 
success of the parochial school — 
especially in the discipline of the 
students,” 


Sr, Michaelinda agrees. ‘We have no 
smoking or drugs in the school because of 
our close interaction with students and 
families,’ she says. 


St. Mary’s has an active, parish-wide 
school board and a very involved and 
supportive parents association, says 
Rev. Reardon.

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Rev. Reardon also notes that the 
relationship between St Mary's and the 
Winchester public school system is very 
good. "We work very well with the 
Winchester school system," he says, 
adding that the school is ‘‘very grateful 
to the town for all its continuing sup- 
port."" 

The town provides St Mary's with, 
among other things. Chapter 766 (special 
needs) testing and the arrangement of 
outside services for those who qualify. 
The town also provides bus service to and 
from St. Mary’s for those students out- 
side walking distance as well as a 
crossing guard in front of the school for 
those students who walk. 

“But itisn’t a one-way relationship,’ 
says Sr. Michaelinda, “When a student 
comes to St. Mary's, that is one less 
student the town must pay to educate." 

One of the key indicators of success of 
any private school is financial stability, 
according to Rev. Reardon. Although the 
school tries 10 keep tuition low and af- 
fordable (it has increased from $150 eight 
years ago to $440 today), there was a big 
increase three years ago when Lhe school 
increased the tuition 100 percent. ‘But 
we didn't lose a single family,"’ recatls 
Sr. Michaelinda. 

The remainder of the school's 
operating expenses are covered through 
Parents' Association activities (bingo, 
turkey shoots, etc.) and parish funds. 

An academic indicator of success of 
any school is the record of its students, 
“Look at the graduates,"" suggests Rev. 
Sullivan. They have alwys entered work 
and college very successfully. This is one 
of the hallmarks of a parochial school."' 
Recent graduates of St. Mary's School 
have been admitted tu such colleges as 
Amherst, Boston College, Boston 
University, Colby, Dartmouth, Harvard, 
Holy Cross, Purdue, Stanford, Tufts, 
Vassar, Wellesley, Williams and Yale. 

“To see the reasons why we are so 
successful, we must look at the history of 
Catholic schools in the U.,S.,"’ says Rev. 
Sullivan. “They arose from difficulties 
with the public sector. 

“People are re-examining what they 

want,"’ he continues. ‘We are have 
already been through the crisis that the 
public schools are going through now. We 
are now in our finest hour in terms of 
finances, parents, teachers and 
leadership.”

Music is alive and well and growing 
by leaps and bounds in Winchester! 

A new effort is under way in town to 
offer private music lessons to school-age 
Winchester residents through a struc- 
tured music school. The Winchester 
Music Program is now in its first full 
year of operation, and from all in- 
dications it is a program long needed and 
wanted in this town. 

More than 115 students are now 
tooting, bowing, blowing and singing 
their way through both private lessons 
and group ensembles bringing to life 
once again one of the fine heritages of 
Winchester -- instrumental muslc. 

Responding to the strong interest in 
music in the community, a group of 
concerned citizens, lead by Corie Nichols 
and Sandy Thompson, turned to the 
Belmont Music School to learn how this 
long-standing town music school was so 
successful in turning out so many well- 
trained musicians. 

Not wanting to argue with success, 
Cori and Sandy last year structured a 
pilot program in Winchester in 
cooperation with the Belmont program, 
borrowing some of the music teachers 
from Belmont, and limiting this first trial 
to 30 students. This trial was conducted 
under the auspices of the McCall Parents 
Association, although the students 
enrolled in this program were not limited 
to McCall students.

St. Mary’s: An Educational 


By ROBERT McINNIS 

With public schools in most 
sections of the country ex- 
periencing budget cutbacks and 
enrollment declines, parents 
are being given increasing 
reason to question the value of 
public education. 

With Jess money, fewer 
teachers and fewer courses, the 
question arises: Are students 
getting the best possible 
education by attending the 
public schools? 

For some parents, the an- 
swer is no and the alternative ts 
a private school. 

Currently, ten percent of the 
roughly 45 million school-age 
children in the United States 
are enrolled in private schools, 
according to a survey by a 
national association of private 
schools. Those figures show 
that whlle public school 
enrollments have been drop- 
ping, private school 
enrollments have held firm. 
And, say private school of- 
fictals, private school 
enrollments show no signs of 
dropping off. 

In the Winchester area, St. 
Mary's School on Washington 
street Is one of those private 
schools to which more and 
more parents are turning. As 
well as being a private school, 
St. Mary's has what some 
consider to be the added at- 
traction of being a parochial 
school as well. 

Statistically, parochial 
schools dominate all other 
types of private schools, ac- 
counting for more than 50 
percent of all non-public 
schools and for about 67 percent 
of all students attending private 
schools. 

For a variety of reasons, St. 
Mary's follows that pattern. It 
is attracting a growing number 
of applicants and has increased 
its student body almost 60 
percent over the fast eight

Otto F. Kraushaar, former

These groups create a sense of 
competitlveness which Sr, 
Michaelinda says is very im- 
portant today, “especially in 
Winchester where parents and 
students have an upward bound 
attitude.” 

In another effort to address 
individual student needs, Sr. 
Michaelinda has instituted a 


program of inter-class 
grouping for English, reading 
and math, breaking students 
into groups according to the 
needs and ability of each child. 
A fifth grade student who ex- 
cells in reading can now be 
placed in the sixth grade 
reading group, and then 
perhaps in the seventh grade 
reading group if the student 
shows the ability. “Right now 
the junior high (seventh and 
eighth grades) classes are 
intermixed according to ability 
in English, reading and math,"’ 
Sr, Michaelinda says. 

AS a principal, Sr. 
Michaelinda is different from 
principals at other schools. She 
says she is completely free to 
do what she thinks is best for 
her particular school. There 
are few bureaucratic im- 
pediments, she says. 

“The Archdiocese gives the 
basic outlines and the principal 
adds the local flavor,'’ says 
Rev. Eugene P. Sullivan, 
Superintendent of Parochial 
Schools for the Archdiocese of 
Boston, ‘'This is one of the keys 
to the success of the parochial 
school system. We are a system 
of schools rather than a school 
system.”’ 

The second ingredient for a 
successful school — a teaching 
staff selected expressly for the 
school — is one of St. Mary's 
strong points, according to Sr. 
Michaelinda. There is no 
teachers’ union and no tenure, 
she points out. While some 
schools may be constrained by 
union contract or tenure from 
firing a teacher, Sr, 
Michaelinda says there are no 
limitations on her discretion in 
hiring, firlng or retaining a 
teacher. She says she hires or 
retains all of her teachers with 
renewable, one-year contracts.

New State Law Offers Chance 
For Town Parking Garage 


Winchester has a sbot ata new 
downtown parking Tacility at 70 percent 
off. Lhanks toa state bill sponsored by 
Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh and signed

The bill makes $15 million in sGite aid 
available lo cities and towns to build off 
street parking garages in Commercial 
Area Revilalization Districts (CARDS? 


Under the bill, the state will piek up 7 
percent of (he cost of the facility, with the 
town paying the remaining 30 percent 

Saltmarsh. whe sponsored a similar 
$12 million bill in 1980, said he hoped 
some of the money will go to Winchester. 


“The $12 million in the bill a year ago 
is gone — six cities ate il all up." said 
Saltmarsh. ‘Winchester couldn't get the 
money then because it didivt have a 
CARD district. 

“That's part of the reason [ jumped on 
getting a CARD district for Winchester,” 
he continued. “There's $15  mullion 
available this year, and [mm going to head 
for the secrelary of administration and 
finance and get Winchester on the list.”* 

Saltmarsh said he feels Winehester 
has a good chance to get the money, 
“thaUs why T want to gel in there right 
away.”

Saltmarsh said te tuald an adequate 
parking facility in Winehester would be 
an expensive proposition “Between

Saltmarsh noted that the lack of 
parking was ane of the biggest obstacles 
to downlown revitalization, 

“We simply don't have good off-street 
parking.” he said ‘And the parking

“We have lo have more control over 
parking before we start any kind of 
major revitalization project.” he said. 
“Howe were to have any construction in 
the area of the police and fire station, we 
would lose the parking spaces there, at 
least during construction and maybe 
afterwards."

The Sachemettes received a belated

“The defense kept us in the game,” 
stated DiSarcina. He described the 
beginning of the second half as 
something like a recurring nightmare. 

“We got the ius, made a pass un- 
derneath and missed an open lay-up to 
open the second half,” he said.

Going into the final period, the 
Sachemettes trailed the Red Raiders 20 
to 13, and not even that old last minute 
magic of previous games seemed 
possible considering the Sachemette’s 
inability to score.

Smoke Detector Law 
Will Alarm Winchester 


By DAVE LEECO 

Within a decade, virtually every home 
in Winchester should be equipped with 
smoke alarms, thanks to a state law 
which went into effect Jan. 1. 

The law requires (hat anyone selling a 
home in Massachuesetts install smoke 
alarms on every floor and in the 
basement. 

And with 600 to 700 houses sold in 
Winchesler each year, Winchester will 
become a safer community very soon. 

“Time is of the greatest value when 
you have a fire,’ said Fire Chief Robert 
McElhinney. “Especially at night, when 
you're disoriented anyway from waking 
up. A smoke alarm can give you four or 
five minutes warning.” 

McElhinney said that he teels smoke 
alarms have saved several Winchester 
families in the past few years — “in the 
daytime as well as at night.” 

And nationally, he added, smoke 
alarms have bven ciled as the major 
cause of an 1.2 percent decrease in fire 
deaths. 

But even with smoke alarms, there 
were 6505 fire deaths in this country 
last year, he said. And like a recent 
tragedy in Malden, most of those deaths 
came because the people in the fire 
weren't warned. 

“In Malden, the fellow had just 
purchased smoke detectors, but he 
hadn't put the batteries in yet,’ said 
McElhinney. “There was a roof right 
outside the bathroom window, so they 
could have got out. He and his wife 


smelled the smoke, and the lather went 
to find his son, 

“By the time he got back, he couldn't 
find his wile,” McEIhinney continued. 
“That's how fast it can happen 

“Only he and the son got out of the 
house alive,” hesaid, 

Smoke alarms can prevent such a 
tragedy, McElhinney said. and the new 
Jaw will assure that most homes have the 
defectors. 

When a homeowner decides to put his 
house on the market, McElhinney said, 
he must fill out a farm and subnit it to 
the lire department 

The fire department (hen inspects the 
hame and certifies that smoke alarins 
have been installed on each floor. 

Detectors are required on every floor, 
Mecklhinney explained, in order (o warn 
fire vietims ag :aon as possible. 

“It's better (o have one detector on 
each level, rather than having just one at 
the top of the stairs,” said McElhinney. 
“Most peaple exit a burning house the 
same way they normally do down the 
stairs and out the front door. By the time 
the smoke gets lo a second-floor smoke 
detector, hey may not be able to get out 
the usual way.” 

If a seller chooses nol to install fire 
alarms and doesn't get a certificate from 
the fire department, be won't be able to 
pass final papers on the sale, 
Mek lhinney said.

Ice And Slush Cause Head-On 
Collision On South Border Rd.

A two-inch build-up of ice and slush on 
South Border rd. caused a head-on 
collision Tuesday afternoon, sending 
three people to the hospital. 

A 1980 Dodge, driven by a George sl 
woman heading toward Winchester. 
apparently hit the 30-yard stretch of 
slush and careened inlo a 1980 Old- 
smobile driven by a Medford couple 
heading in the opposite direction 

Phyllis Kephart, of George rd.. was 
treated and released from Winchester 
Hospital several hours afler she was 
rushed there in a Baystate ambulance. 

The driver of the second car, David 
Cohen of Medford, is listed in satisfac- 
tory condition at the Lawrence Memorial 
Hospital in Medford after suffering from 
multiple injuries. His wife, Edith, was 
treated and released from that hospital. 
There Were no other passengers in cither 
car. 

MDC police and Winchester 
firefighters blamed the crash on road 
conditions. The accident occured about 
one fourth of a mile past the Winchester- 
Medford border in Medford. 

“The problem was the slush on the 
road,” said firefighter Capt. David 
Dalton, who was al the accident with four 
other Winchester firefighters. ‘‘She 
(Kephart) skidded into the Medford 
car.” 

“We had a little ice prohlem with the 
skidding,’ agreed MDC officer John 
Meany. “It’s a nice, curvy road and it 
builds up with Ice sometimes.” 

After acknowledging thal the MDC is 
responsible for sanding that stretch of 
toad, however, Meany said that 
Kephart’s car may have skidded before 
hitting the build-up of ice on the road. 

Both cars were lodged in the guardrail 
along the road and were towed from the 
scene. The collision crumpled the front 
ends of each car.

Construction Could Begin In March 


Hospital Expansion Plans Get State Okay 


By DAVE LEECO 

Winchester Hospital officials got just 
about everything they wanted in their $19 
million expansion plan, as the state 
Health Planning Council] Tuesday 
unanimously approved the plan. 

And despile a recommendation by the 
state Determination of Needs (DON) 
office to cut oul a new $2 million unit 
housing 28 beds, the council decide to go 
ahead with the unit. 

The only set-back lo the hospital's 
plan was a decision by the council to side 
with DON and reduce the size of the 
expansion from 19,860 square feet to 
14,943 square feet. 

With the decision, Winchester 
Hospital can finally go ahead with its 
reconstruction after nearly two years of 
threading the bureaucratic maze 

Plans cal} for an increase in beds at 
the hospital from 191 to 219 beds, the 


construction of a new four story addition 
near Fairmount sl. containing medical 
and office space. 

Which couldn't please Winchester 
Hospital President Jack Hunter more 

“T've always felt we had a good ap- 
plication, a well-prepared plan and some 
good consulting on this,” said Hunter 
“Obviously, I'm very pleased with this 
decision.’ 

The next slep for the hospital, said 
Hunter, was lo win the approval of the 
Winehester Board of Appeals for its 
plans. The board will take up the 
proposal jn mid-February. 

“If all goes well, we could get un- 
derway in March.” said Hunter. The 
Barage, a three-deck facility holding 305 
cars, will be built first, with construction 
taking five lo six months, Hunter said. 

The majority of construction wilt 
begin later, he continued, and will take at 


least 20 months. 

Mos of the debate at the four-hour 
hearing Tuesday centered around 
Winchester Hospital's request for an 
additional 28 beds. 

DON and the Health Syslems Agency, 
two state departments which review all 
hospital proposals, had recommended 
the request be reduced by 16 beds. 

DON Director Steve Sauter explained 
that although Winchester Hospilal used a 
staie formula to determine it needed the 
28 I:eds, the formula didn’t take into 
account the recent opening of the Lahey 
Clinic in Burlington. 

“dts a choice of building too many 
beds or building the appropriate number 
of beds and realizing some palients are 
going to go to Lahey," Sauter said. 

Allan Anderson of HSA testified that 
“there exists an excess of beds in 17 
hospitals in a 10-mile radius surrounding 


Winchester Hospital — there is an excess 
of 410 beds.” 

Sauter urged the council to look at 
that 10-mile radius in considering the 
need for beds al Winchester Hospilal. 

“A 28-bed increase is unjustifiable in 
Winchester's region,’ he said. ‘The 
bottom line is that by building the 28 
beds, it increases the cost to the entire 
health care system.” 

But Sauter and Anderson were alone 
in their plea to cut the beds. 

Council member Lawrence Martin, 
for example, said that he was not con- 
vinced that the existance of Lahey meant 
Winchester would not need as many beds 
as the fort. wla demanded.

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Town Considers Buying Downtown Lot For A Parking Garage

Downtown employees may be able tu 
give up feeding the meters to park near 
work — the town is considering building a 
garage. 

And while they're at it, town officials 
will try to get the state to pay for 70 
percent of the proposed facility. 

The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
began negotiations to purchase the 
Waterfield rd. lot next to the train station 
with an eye towards building a garage 
there. 

Selectmen moved quickly Monday. 
After hearing from Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery 
that some form of long-term parking was 
vital to the health of the downtown, the 
selectmen went into executive session to 
discuss price with the property's owner, 
Richard Murphy. 

The selectmen and Murphy were 
really just feeling each other out — the 
town will appraise the property before 
making Murphy a firm offer. 


Town Manager Tom Graux, who 
suggested the bargaining session, said 
the selecimen should at leas! hear 
Murphy's price before going further. 

“Yuu may say we're not even going to 
spend the money for an appraisal after 
hearing the numbers,” he told the 
selectmen. 

Bul the selectmen apparently liked 
Murphy's price — after the executive 
session they instructed Groux to ask the 
Finance Commiltee for the price of the 
appraisal. 

And Murphy, for his part, seems 
willing to sell to the town. He has with- 
drawn a petition to the Board of Appeal 
asking for approval of another project for 
the site, and said he is willing to wait for 
the town to decide whether it wants the 
palage. 

“If the tawn wants the land, it ought to 
have it," he said after the meeting. 
“After all, [ live here.”’ 

Connery, who introduced the idea of a 
garage at Monday's meeting, explained

The slate will pay up to 70 percent of 
the cost of such construction, and Win- 
chester's representative, Sherman 
Saltmarsh, assured the Lown that if they 
hurried, they could get the cash. 

“There is a strong demand for funds 
under the program, but we can get the 
money carmarked,” said Saltmarsh. 
“But we have to have a rapid response — 
or the money will be long gone.” 

Before any garage is built or paid for 
by the town, il will have to be approved 
by Town Meeting. 

Seleelmen indicated they could bring 
the matter before the Spring Town 
Meeting, and when they do, according to 
Selectman Wade Welch, the selectmen 
will have final plans for the facility in 
hand. 

“We'll have to develop exactly what 
we're going to do with the money before 
we go to Town Meeting,” said Welch. “If 
we go in and say we want the money for 
some thing in the future, it will be a

Connery said that a parking garage on 
the Murphy site could hold up lo 280 cars

Lantern Slides Of 1930 Town 
Canal To Be Shown At Jenks 


The Middlesex Canal Association 
invites the public to join them in a most 
unusual showing of old glass lantern 
slides taken in the 1930s by canal 
historians Morrison, Merrill, and Payro.

floating towpath (Billerica) from 
Charlestown, through Somerville, 
Medford, Winchester, Woburn, 
Wilmington, Billerica and Chelmsford to 
the Merrimac River. 


From Concord, N.H. via the 
Merrimack River, and a series of smal) 
canals that skirted the falls the virgin 
timber of N.H., granite for the Quincy 
Market would pass through the canal to 
the bustling Boston Harbor.

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Day Care Proposz! 
Deadline Extended 


The School Committee Monday night 
voted to extend the deadline for sub- 
mitting day care program proposals 
another week. The new deadline is 
Monday, Jan. 18. 


It had been anncunced a couple of 
months ago that all day care proposals 
must be turned in by Monday, Jan. 11. At 
Monday's meeting, however, Carole 
Deery of Wedgemere ave. asked for an 
extension, saying she had had a problem 
with the wording of School Supt William 
MacDonald's request for proposals. 


Deery said she sought legal advice 
and had been told late last week that she 
should become incorporated before 
submitting a proposal. She said she was 
unable to contact MacDonald since then 
to explain her dilemma. 


“Only Incorporated groups have been 
granted the go-ahead on day care 
proposals,” she said. "I think, legally, 
only incorporated groups would be able 
to run a day care group. Other in- 
dividuals may want to submit proposals 
and have been unclear about this also." 
MacDonald, who will be selecting the 
group to be in charge of the day care 
program. had nol specified that can- 
didates be incorporated. MacDonald said 
they had never heard of this 
requirement. Deery said an employee in 
the state level office of children had 
confirmed that information for her. 


MacDonald said he had received two 
proposals so far and said he hoped to 
make a recommendation on one of the 
two proposals at the School Committee’s 
Jan. 25 meeting. He urged quick action 
on the proposals, saying that a 
monumental amount of work must be 
done before a program can open in 
September of 1982 and that he wished to 
give the program director (s) as much 
{ime as possible 


MacDonald proposed last fall that the 
Schoo! Department establish after-school 
and day care programs as a way of 
bringing money into the schoo! system 
and taking advantage of unused space. 


The after-school program, which is 
for school-age children whose parents 
ure working when school gets out, was 
established at the Lincoln School earlier 
this month. 


The day care program will be at the 
Lynch School. 


School Committee member John 
Duffy, who is abstaining from all votes 
concerning the day care proposals since 
his wife is one of the proposal candidates, 
said he believed it was only advisable 
that persons become incorporated. Duffy 
said he did not think it was necessary for

people to be incorporated, but that it 
would be more beneficial for them if they 
were incorporated so they would be 
protected against liability. 


“Becoming incorporated is not a 
painful thing to do,” Duffy pointed out. 
“In fact it takes more time to obtain a tax 
exempt status. 1 don't think becoming 
incorporated poses a specific problem. 
People could become incorporated 
before the program begins, if they were 
selected. Timewise there is leeway for 
the incorporation but we need the 
proposals first.” 


Bauman also agreed with Duffy that 
the incorporating aspect was only ad- 
visable for personal liability but not a 
requirement. 


“The other alternative is for Mrs. 
Deery to give us a proposal and say on it 
that she wishes to expand it,” Bauman 
said. ‘‘The deadline is tonight.” 


Deery, however, said she did not wish 
to submit the proposal before she was 
incorporated. She also said she had not 
yet finished the final draft of her proposal 
and suggested that if she were given an 
additional week, she could both finish her 
proposal] and become incorporated. 


Commenting that other people may 
have also been confused about the cor- 
poration issue, School Committee 
member Constance Papas moved to 
extend the proposal an additional week to 
accommodate Deery. 


The School Committee voted 5-0 to 
extend the deadline with Duffy ab- 
Staining. 


In other Schoo] Committee matters, 
School Committee Chairman Roger 
Bauman announced Monday night that 
he had received an overwhelming 
response to his request for volunteers to 
serve on a task to discuss declining 
enrollments in the school system. 


Bauman said he had heard from more 
than three times the number of people 
needed for the task force and had written 
to every one of them for further in- 
formation. He said he will now begin a 
selection process. 


The committee will study the options 
for the school system in dealing with 
declining enrollments in the secondary 
level and increased enrollments in the 
elementary level. 


“Iwas very pleased with the response 
of the community to this issue," Bauman 
commented. “I am pleased that the 
community has recognized the im- 
portance of this.”

Perritano determined that the three 
were not directly involved in the theft 
vt burning of the car and did not bring 
any charges against them. 

Following subsequent conversations 
and investigation, Perritano arrested 
Hoffman. 

“Since January of last year, it is now 
a criminal offense to file a false stolen 
vehicle report.” Perritano noted. 

Perritano said when he [irst 
questioned the Cross st. youths about 
the incident, they denied any in- 
volvement. 

Perritanoe pieced together the events 
leading to the arrest as follows: The 
Cross st. youths took Hoffman's car and 
bought beer. They went with the three 
previously mentioned youths to a liquor 
Store and then dropped the three off at 
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St. Eulalia’s. The Cross st. youths then 
bought a dollars worth of gas and took 
the car to an area on Holten st. next to 
the old Tighe warehouse. They 
saturated the car and the 17-year-old lit 
a match to the ear, torching it, 

The police department praised 
Perritano’s success in solving the case. 

“It was a very good follow-up police 
work by the detective bureau — 
especially by Lt. Perritano,”’ Lt. 
Crawford commented. ‘Originally, the 
vehicle was reported as a sloien car and 
it was found burned, but Lt. Perritano 
continued to diligently invesligate the 
case until the final arrest of the three 
individuals.”

“The 
actual date shows (that Winchester 
Hospital is not experiencing the Joss of 
any patients. 

“In fact, he added, “discharges have 
increased in the last manths despite 
Lahey’s operation." 

Dr. Lloyd Johnson, the president of 
the Winchester Hospital medical staff, 
told the council that with its present 
number of beds, Winchester Hospital had 
fo turn away patients. 

“We had to turn away 146 patients in 
the last quarter alone because of lack of 
beds,” said Johnson. “Winchester 
Hospital was first in fifty area hospitals 
in terms of occupancy rates.” 

Hunter noted that 97 percent of

and worse yet, in my case, its 
locus is in your brain, that 
mystical seat of consciousness, 
that room where the big com- 
puter lives and does its un- 
fathomable business.

problem, It has many symptoms, but the 
problem that exists is because of long- 
term parkers with nowhere else to go.” 

With thal analysis, Connery said, he 
began to look for somewhere for the 
parkers to go. 

And the site he found, he said, was the 
Murphy property. 

The property was ideal for several 
reasons, he said. First, it was at the edge 
of, but not in the middle of, the center. 

And since it was not only at the edge of 
the center but beside the train station, it 
would be an ideal location for both 
merchants and com:nuters, he con- 
tinued. 

Another consideration was the shape 
of the site, he said. 

“You don't want a triangular site — 
you just can't fit as many cars in," he 
said. “This site, either alone or with tne 
public lot next toil, is either a square or a 
reclangular shaped Jot. Both shapes are 
good." 

The fina) plus for the site, Connery 
said, was the arrangement of the 
buildings and land surrounding if. 

“You don't want to drop a parking 
farage just anywhere in the middle of 
town,”’ said Connery. ‘'At this site, it 
abutts the railroad embankment on one 
side, it has a commercial block on the 
other side — conceivably, if the front was 
done properly, there would be no 
evidence a parking garage was there 
except for a sign saying entrance.” 

Connery noted thal even a three-deck 
garage would be lower than the block of 
stores next to the site, and that the land 
behind the garage sloped upwards. 

A garage could even be built, he said, 


with a row of stores in front of it, to 
completely hide the parking garage. 

The site would be comparatively 
inexpensive to build on because of its 
shape, he said, and at $1 a day for 
parking could turn a profit for the town. 

“My own philospophy is that some of 
that profit be pumped back into the 
downtown for physical improvements — 
trees, benches and new street lights,’”’ he 
added. 

And the best part about the cost 
behind the garage, Connery concluded, 
was thal the state could pay up to 70 
percent of the cost. 

But for Winchester to get that money, 
the town will have to act fast, according 
to Saltmarsh. 

Saltmarsh explained that money for 
the project could come through a law 
signed by Gov. Edward King last week, 
which would make $15 million available 
to communities wishing to build parking 
in a CARD district. 

Saltmarsh, who sponsored the bill, 
noted thal last year, a similar bill made 
$12.5 million available for parking 
construction. Thai money, he said, was 
eaten up by six cities in a matter of 
weeks. 

And, he said, there were already 75 
applicants for the $15 million available 
this year. 

But, Saltmarsh added, if Winchester 
requested the money, there was a good 
chance the town would get it. 

“Prior lo the passage of the bill, I had 
a meeting with the governor to see if I 
could get some kind of committment of 
funds for Winchester — which I got, 
verbally,’ Saltmarsh said. ‘I’ve met

with him twice since then, and both times 
I was assured we would get con-

“LT think we've got a darn good op- 
portunity to get funds,’ Saltmarsh 
assured the selectmen. 

Town Manager Tom Groux has 
already sent a letter to the state 
Executive Office of Administration and 
Finance requesting $2 million for the 
construction of a parking facility. 


Groux wrote that ‘‘the importance of 
this project cannot be overemphasized. It 
is vital to our revitalization efforts.” 

Saltmarsh explained after the 
meeting that the application was sent in 
to put Winchester in line for the money, 

“We can get the money set aside for 
us,’’ said Saltmarsh, ‘But we're not tied 
to it."’ Even if Winchester receives the 
money, he said, the town could decide not 
to build a garage and not to take ad- 


vantage of the state money. 

The $2 million, figure, he explained, 
was a rough estimate, arrived at by 
assuming the town would spend the 
$800,000 in its land account to make up 
the 30 percent the town must chip in for 
the garage. 

Saltmarsh said he had hand-delivered 
copies of Groux's Jetter to the Secretary 
of the Administration and Finance office, 
to King and to the state's General 
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Counsel. 

Saltmarsh told the selectmen that it 
they want the state funding, they will 
have to go for it this year. 

With Kings's announcement of state 
spending and bonding caps, he said, 
money might not be available for a 
parking program next year. 

“TL might not be able to go back next 
year and say ‘Put another $12 million in 
the pot’,”’ he warned.

“We went by there today (Tuesday) 
and if was so icy and slushy there that we 
had to pull over and drive around to the 
other side of the road,” recalled Jeanne 
Maspero of South Border rd. ‘'We always 
have trouble in front of our house with the 
ice and the MDC has to come and make 
ditches so the water can run off the road. 

“There are some pretty dangerous 
places on this road,” she added. ‘‘Usually 
the MDC comes down and sands it, but 
there was ice down there this morning.” 

Joan Tietsch of South Border rd. had a 
similar driving experience Tuesday. 

‘I go through that area every day on 
my way to work and it’s very scary,’’ she 
said. ‘Usually they (MDC) salt the road, 
but that one stretch is pretty bad. The 


MDC did sait last week but it hasn't been 
salted since. Normally, [ pull out as far 
as I can and go around it to avoid that 
area. 

“It's (slush) caused because of the 
high grounds next to the road.”’ she 
continued. ‘And there was ice on the 
road today.” 

Tuesday evening, MDC police officer 
Robert Sullivan said that the road had 
been sanded Monday night and that the 
accident was not caused by ice on the 
road. 

“It was icy on the edges, but there was 
nol ice on the road,” he said, "Ii was all 
sanded last night (Monday,) and 
peerercey and today the road was not 

ad." 

People at the scene of the accident 
disagreed with Sullivan's assessment of 
the road conditions, 

“I thought for sure all that slush was 
caused by the accident, one bystander 
remarked after the accident. “I can't 
believe anyone would leave all that slush 
on the road like that.” 

“There are always accidents on this 
road.’ commented another resident who 
asked to remain anonymous. ‘I've lived 
here for a while and ] can remember 
accidents on this road happening all the 
time, It’s very dangerous,” 

Winchester Highway Dept. Foreman 


Bill Gibbons also said South Border rd. 
was known for hazardous driving con- 
ditions, ‘That road is dangerous on ice,” 
he commented. “It's even dangerous in 
the summertime, it's so windy. In the 
past, we've had lots of accidents on that 
‘road,”” 

Both Winchester and Medford high- 
way depts. said they had not received 
any phone calls complaining about road 
conditions on Tuesday. MDC police also 
reported that no one had called to

CUTTING UTILITY BILLS 


Here are some good 
ways to cut down on 
your gas and electric 
bills. 

Use your dishwasher 
anly when it’s full. And 
after the final rinse 
cycle, turn If off and 
open the door to let the 
dishes air-dry. 

If your klichen light- 
ing is incandescent, 
consider replacing it 
with ttuorescent lights. 
One 40 watt fluorescent 
tube provides more light 
than three 60-watt in- 
candescent bulbs. That 
alone can shave almost 
$1 per month off your el- 
ectric bill. 

{f you have an air con- 
ditioner, set the thermo- 
stat no lower than 78 fo 
80 degrees. If this set- 
ting is, say six degrees 
higher than the one you 
used last summer, your 
cooling costs should go 
down about 47 percent. 

For heating, set the 
thermostat beiween 65 
and 68 degrees during 


the day, and between 55 
and 60 degrees at night. 
If these settings are six 
degrees lower than 
those you used last win- 
ter, heating costs should 
run almost 15 percent 
less. 

Next to heating and 
cooling units, your elec 
tric hot-water heater is 
the most expensive 
home appliance to 
operate. Don't set the 
water-heater thermo. 
stat too high — beiween 
140 and 160 degrees is 
adequate for most 
households.

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Midlife Period Examined At Unitarian Church Open House 


Women between the ages of 35 and 55 
are invited to an Open House on Jan, 17 
from 3 p.m. toS p.m at the Winchester 
Unitarian Church, 478 Main st., lo learn 
about this difficult but exciling period of 
their lives, The Open House will be 
sponsored by MMOR  (Mid-life; 
Mobilizing our Resources Effectively), a 
new non-profit organization. 


MMORE is presently forming groups 
for midlife women in this area. Each

group is made up of 8 to 10 women who 
meet two hours a week for six weeks to 
discuss and learn about what is hap- 
pening to them physically and 
emotionally. 


The groups are led by professionals, 
(nurses, social workers and counselors) 
who have been through a rigorous 
training program that has included 
participating in a MMORE group. Each 
is dedicated to helping other women de- 


fine and cope with the transitional issues 
they face in their 40s and 50s. 
MMORE was founded by Marsha 
Spector, a Boston-area social worker and 
group therapist in her mid-30s, and 
Dorothy Feigenbaum, a businesswoman 
in her mid-40s, because, as Feigenbaum 
pul it, ‘I went through pregnancy and 
childraising alone — the support groups 
thai are popular today came too late for 
me. This is one life crisis | am not going 
fo go through alone, even if I have to start 


the groups myself.”’ 

“Midlife,” Spector added, “isn’t just 
menopause and hot flashes. It's wanting 
to go back lo work, but worrying that no 
one wants you; that you have nothing to 
offer. It's considering a career change. 
It’s deciding to go back to finish the 
education you teft undone. [t’s noticing 
wrinkles and bulges which you never had 
before. It's feeling your husband is 
suddenly a stranger after 20 or 25 years 
of marriage. It's a quiet, empty house 


instead of a home bustling with children 
and activity. It's caring for your aging 
parents. It's finding yourself newly 
single, Or still single. 


“Midlife is a transition time — a time 
of many changes. For some women it can 
become a time of crisis and depression,” 
Spector continued. ‘There are no casy 
answers to the problems, but we do hope 
through MMORE to provide a place 
where they can be discussed with other 
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women who are going through the same 
thing.” 


The founders have developed 
materials through research and con- 
sultation with leaders in the field. They 
have also led pilot groups wilh midlife 
women in the greater Boston area.

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State Offers Town $2 Million To Build A Parking Garage 


By DAVE LEECO 

Winchester can pick up $2 million, 
courtesy of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, as soon as the town 
decides it is ready to build a downtown 
parking garage. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh handed 
selectmen a letter Monday from the state 
Secretary of Administration and 
Finance, Edward Haneley, authorizing 
preliminary approval of the $2 million 
grant. 

But Saltmarsh hastened to add that 
the authorization did not mean the town 
had to build garage. On the other hand, it 
did mean that the money would be 
available if the town did chase to build. 

The money comes under a state law 
filed and pushed through the legislature 
by Saltmarsh. The law makes $15 million 


available to communities building 
parking facilities in a CARD ( Com- 
mercial Area Revitalization District) 
district. Winchester's downtown was 
designated a CARD district eight months 
ago 

The state will pay up to 70 percent of 
the cost of such a facility. 

Selectmen began to work on a parking 
garage last week, as they began 
negotiations with Richard Murphy of 
Dartmouth st, for the purchase of his 
Waterfield rd. property. 

Selectmen discussed the price in 
executive session, and apparently 
satisfied, sent word to the Finance 
Committee that they wanted money for 
an appraisal of the property, located next 
to the train station. 

The FinCom approved that request 


Monday night. 

With the selectmen's willingness to 
consider a garage, Saltmarsh set out to 
get the state funds to pay for it. 
“Last year, money under this bill was 
eaten up quickly by six cities,"’ explained 
Saltmarsh, '] felt the second time 
around | had an obligation to the town to 
do something to get the money set 
aside.”’ 

Saltmarsh noted that this was only the 
first slep toward getting a garage 
downtown. 

‘It is incumbent upon the Board of 
Selectmen to go to Town Meeling in the 
spring and get a decision on buying the 
property,’' Saltmarsh said. 

“Then at some later time we can 
come into Town Meeting with the 
possibility of erecting a parking facility 


on that piece of property,” he continued, 

Saltmarsh emphasized that even if the 
town chose not to build the gurage, it 
should buy Murphy's property. 

“I frankly think the town should 
acquire the property no matter whal,”’ 
said Saltmarsh. 

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery has estimated that if only a 
parking lot were built on the Murphy 
property, it would provide parking for 85 
cars, 

A two-deck garage, on the other hand, 
would hold 265 cars, according lo Con- 
nery. 

Saltmarsh said that the state would 
pay 70 percent of the cost of buying the 
property, whether or not Winchester 
built a garage on if.

Burlington Firm Wants To Buy Or Lease 


By DAVE LEECO 

The school administration's home and 
the selectmen's white elephant may soon 
become the headquarters for an 
educational accreditation firm. 

School Committee members and 
selectmen sat down Thursday night to 
discuss an offer from the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges to 


lease or buy Sanborn House, the 
headquarters of the school ad- 
ministration. 


Selectman Chairman Ed O'Connell, 
who represented his board at the 
meeting, and School Committee mem- 
bers seemed euger to explore the offer. 

But first, they will let the town's 
Alternative School Use Committee 
(ASUC) negotiate with the N.E. Assoc., 


which evaluates and accredits all 
colleges and secondary schools in New 
England. 

ASUC Chairman Charles Tseckatres 
said thal it would take about two weeks to 
go over N.E. Assoc.'s offer — in time for 
the School Committee’s next regular 
meeting Jan. 25. 

Which would be none too soon for the 
N.E. Assoc. The association’s executive 
director, Richard Bradlee, said Friday 
that his landlord had told the firm it must 
decide whether to move out of its 
Burlington office by Jan, 15. 

“But there is some flexibility on our 
part,” said Bradlee, adding that he 
foresaw no problems with a Jan. 25 
decision. “We responded (to the lan- 
dlord) indicating that we would need 


more time, 

Bradlee said that he settled on San- 
born House as a new location after 
sending letters to ail colleges and schools 
in the area, asking if they had space 
available. 

“We received a number of replies, but 
many of the locations were too far, or too 
large, or too small,” he said. “Sanborn 
House would be an ideal location.” 

Sanborn House holds anolher at- 
traction for Bradlee — the building's 
history. 

“The association has been in business 
since 1885, and anything of historical 
interest is of particular interest to us,”’ 
said Bradlee. 

Bradlee is not the only one interested 
in a quick decision on Sanborn House. At 


Thursday's meeting, O’Connell urged the 
School Committee to uct on the offer as 
soon as possible. 

“Winchester has a history of op- 
portunities lost,’’ said O’Connell. 
“Sometimes we are a bit too slow to 
make a response to un offer like this. We 
should not let this opportunity be taken 
away from us by default.” 

O'Connell pointed out thal the N.E. 
Assoc. would be an idea! tenant in the 
respect that the town would not have to 
rezone the land if the N.E. Assoc. moved 
in. 

“Since the association is an 
educational firm, it poses no problems of 
rezoning the land from its present 
classification,’ said O'Connell. ‘‘There 
would be no need to bring this before 


has prepared a preapplication for the 
state moneys. The preapplication, he 
said, would contain information on the 
town’s CARD district, and oulline the 
results of recently completed parking 
study, which explained the need for more 
parking downtown. 


“[t does not provide contract 
agreements or plans and sketches for a 
garage,” said Connery. ‘‘We would only 
dou those if we were to receive the grant.” 


Connery said the preapplicalion did 
include an estimate of the cost of building 
the parking facility — $1,966,000, Win- 
chester's share would be approximately 
$590,000, he said. 


Saltmarsh noted that since the state 


would pay up to $2 million, the town 
could expand the parking plans lo include 
building parking spaces on the opposite 
side of the train station from Murphy's 
property. 

Although that side of the tracks has 
parking spaces already, Sallmarsh said, 
the lot could be expanded by 75 to 100 
spices wilh state money. 

“We could pick up those spaces 
relatively cheaply,” said Saltmarsh. ‘It 
would not cost more that than $1000 a 
space, 

The expansion of the Jot, Saltmarsh 
said, could be included in the parking 
proposal at a later date. ‘They are not 
going to tie you down to the pre- 
application,” he said.

DPW Restructuring 


A major restructuring of the 
Department of Public Works including 
the hiring of a DPW deputy director may 
be in the offing, as selectmen and DPW 
director Dom Serratore sat down 
Monday night to discuss reorganization 
plans. 

Serratore recommended the 
restructuring of several] departments 
within the DPW, to cut down on the 
number of department heads reporting 
directly to him. 

But his major reorganization would 
take place in the DPW’s clerical ranks, 
as Serratore suggested hiring a new 
administrator to oversee the depart- 
ments's record keeping. 

Selectmen indicated that the position 
might even be one of a deputy DPW 
director. 

Selectmen have been talking about a 
DPW reorganization for months, but put 
off discussion until Serratore, who moved 
from his Building Commissioner job to 
the DPW directorship this summer, 
could get the feel of his new job. 

The wait seemed to have worked. 
Serratore came to the meeting prepared 
with charts and budget classifications for 
the reorganization. 

Under his plan, the cemetery 
department would be placed under the 
control of the Grounds Dept., the transfer 
station would be placed under the 
Buildings Dept., and the town garage 
would be accountable to the Highway 
Dept. operations manager. 

‘One of the problems I've been having 
with the department is that too many 
people report directly to me,” explained 
Serratore. ‘It's time consuming, and it 
doesn't give me time for my real function 
— long-term planning. 

“The foreman of the garage reports 
directly to me, the foreman of the 
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cemetery department reports directly to 
me," he continued. ‘‘There should be an 
intermediary to intercept those people,” 

Serratore said his other change would 
involve the clerical department in the 
DPW. 

“Instead of my director function, I'm 
performing the function of a clerk which 
is very upsetting,” said Serratore, ‘‘On 
this latest proposal for transfer station 
fees, I had to design the application for a 
permit, design the permit, and go to a 
printer myself.” 

“To me that isn’t the function of a 
DPW director is it is the function of an 
office person." 

Serratore noted that there were other 
advantages to having someone in charge 
of records, aside from freeing him from 
doing clerical work.

“In the proper place, an office 
manager could perform a number of 
important functions,” he said. “One 
thing that’s important is inventory 
control. That’s something that we now 
have no control over. 

‘Garage records have been neglec- 
ted," he said. “‘We should know how 
many hours we use a vehicle.

“Why not make this a higher 


position,’’ said Selectman Michael 
Saraco, “It could be an assistant to the 
director, who could help with budgets 
and the rest. It could all be tied into one 
key position.” 

Selectman Wade Welch agreed 
someone was needed to keep track of the 
records. 

“] do believe Dom has pinpointed a 
key area of problems for him,’’ said 
Welch. “I know when I was on the 
Cemetery Commission it was very hard 
to get anybody to keep track of things. If 
the DPW director didn't do it, it didn’t get 
done.” 

But selectmen wil! continued to 
discuss the matter before changing 
anything at the DPW yard. As Saraco 
said, ‘] hope we're not golng to make any 
decisions tonight or next week."

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Reassessments Made The Deadline 


Mailboxes Will Hold Tax Bills Right On Time

Residents who were hoping that their 
April tax bills would be late this spring 
would be wise to forget that idea and 
Start putting some money aside. 


While the assessment process ran into 
many delays over the past year, it now 
looks like the bills will be mailed out by 
April 1 — right on time. 

“It appears to be in pretty good shape 
now,” said Board of Assessors Chairman 
George Andersen. ‘'A few weeks ago, we 
were pessimistic that we would not finish 
in time, but we're optimistic now.” 


That pessimism was not ill-founded. 
In its contract with the town, Patton 
Associates, (the firm contracted to 
assess Winchester) had agreed to 
complete the assessments by June, 1981. 
But 1982 rolled around and Patton Assoc. 
still had not finished the job. Town of- 
ficials were envistoning April 1 rolling 


around with no certified tax rate yet set, 
making it impossible to send out the bills. 
Had that occurred, Selectmen might 
have had to run the town with money 
borrowed at high interest rates to 
compensate for tax dollars until tax 
money started coming in. 


Last October, instead of sending out 
the usual fall tax bills, town officials sent 
out estimated lax bills and asked 
residents to voluntarily pay all or part of 
their bills. This move was an attempt to 
avoid having to borrow money. A state 
law allowed towns to collect estimated 
tax bills as long as the assessments were 
turned into the state Dept. of Revenue for 
certification by Feb. 1. Only towns 
currently being assessed were eligible to 
collect taxes before the rate was set. 


But for some time, it was uncertain 
whether or not Palton would finish the 
assessments in time to meet the Feb. 1 
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deadline. 

A heavy workload after Prop. 2.5 and 
employee illnesses were some of the 
reasons cited by Town Manager Tom 
Groux to explain Patton's delay. 

In addition, Anderson noted that 
Winchester was especially difficull to 
assess compared to other towns because 
of the many different types of residential 
property. 

“Winchester has quite a lot of unique 
and very esthetic property, so this was a 
really complicated process,”’ Andersen 
explained. '‘We have a large range of 
values here and not row after row of the 
same type of house. It would be quite 
easy todo a revaluation in an area where 
the houses are more similar.” 

Andersen further explained that in 
Winchester residential property com- 
prises 80 percent of the town, making it 
even more time-consuming to reassess 
Winchester. 


“Some of the difficulties we ran into 
were in the residential classification in 
that we have quite a range of very ex- 
pensive and quite modest houses and the 
neighborhoods differ in size and value,” 
Andersen said. 

“And the science of appraising isn't 
exact,” he continued, “Five different 
appraisers can come up with five dif 
ferent numbers and then to computerize 
the whole program and mass-appraise 
the whole town of 5500 to 6000 homes 
based on three years of sales is a com- 
plex job at best.” 

A spokesman for the Dept. of Revenue 
said this week that they would not know 
until Feb. 1 what type of action they 
would pursue against towns who did not 
meet that deadline. 

But that decision will not concern 
Winchester as the town submitted the 
assessments a little over three weeks 
ahead of time. 


“We're pretty much on schedule 
now," Andersen said. ‘It's up to the state 
now. According to the Department of 


Revenue, it could take anywhere from 
four to cight weeks for the state to 
finish.” 


The state checks the results of the 
assessors (Patton Associates in this 
case), State approval must be given 
before the towns can send out tax bills. 

“Tt all depends of course, but I'm 
optimistic that we'll have the bills ready 
by April 1 because we're several weeks 
early (prior to Feb. 1) and the bugs have 
all been ironed out,’ Andersen com- 
mented. 

Andersen said the process would not 
be further delayed by readjustments that 
might have to be made to correct errors 
on estimated tax bills

$500,000 School Budget Increase Draws No Objections Or Noise 


The tenor and small attendance at 
Monday's public hearing for next year’s 
proposed schoo! budget would lead one to 
believe that residents do not object to the 
$500,000 increase from the current 
budget. 

The School Committee has recom- 
mended this addition for the Fiscal Year 
1983 (July 1, 1982 to June 30, 1983) budget 
despite declining enroilments. 

In fact, the issue which generated the: 
most discussion at the brief hearing at 
the Sanborn House was a plea to rein- 
state elementary school guidance 
counselors — an item not included in the 
budget increases. 

School Supt. William C. MacDonald 
presented a list of additions for the FY '83 
budget, saying they were necessary to 
compensate for holes caused by Prop. 2.5 
cuts. The School Committee had to cut $1 
million worth of services from their 
budget when Prop. 2.5 cuts hit the school 
system last year. 

“The budget as it now stands, does 
include a modest dollar increase to cover 
inflation, salary increases and places 
where it has been proven that the wheel 
Squeaks due to Prop.2.5 cuts,”’ School 
Committee Chairman Roger Bauman 
explained. 

However, much to the dismay of 
‘Anton Segota of Thornberry rd., the 
wheel did not appear to squeak loud 
enough over last March's elimination of 
elementary school guidance counselors. 
That cut saved the schoo! budget $69,000. 

“The importance of elementary 
school counselors is well-known and we 
ran't believe that kids have no problems 
until they hit junior high school,”’ the 
Vinson-Owen district parent argued. ‘'I 
believe in preventative — not corrective 
— action, and I strongly believe coun- 


seloss--are- needed. -at-—the-slementasy - 


level.” 
While MacDonald did not dispute the 
need for counselors at the elementary 
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level, he said that he and his staff of 
principals and program directors had 
decided that other programs were even 


more crucial. 
Assistant Supt. Jack Fallon pointed 


out that the FY '83 budget additions do 
include an additional adjustment 
counselor. Fallon said this person was 
primarily intended for special education 
but would also be available for 
elementary school counseling. 

“Do you mean to say that one person 
will be enough to take care of the entire 
elementary school students’ needs?" 
Segota asked. 

Aside from school and town officials, 
the Sanborn House hearing only drew six 
residents. 

At the hearing, MacDonald outlined 
$9,525,774 worth of additions. This figure 
is an increase of about 5.5 percent over 
the FY ‘82 figure of $9,049,255. The 
proposed budget does not include an 
anticipated raise for teachers. 

MacDonald said that consultations 
with school principals and program 
directors had produced a list of 20 areas 
which needed additional money. He said 
$261,247 was needed to fund the following 
areas: 

1. Restoration of four teacher's aides 
at the high schools for tutorial assistance 
in areas including music, gym at- 
tendance, management of computer 
terminals and the satellite libraries — 
$29,440. 

2. Addilional supervisory time for 
subject area directors for curriculum 
development and evaluation — $32,600. 

3. Four additoonal work weeks outside 
the school year for the WHS guidance 
dept. head — $2,436. This posotion had 
nine additional weeks before Prop 2.5 
cuts. 

u@Stipends of $2,200 for two teachers 
to prepare, conduct and follow a 60-hour 
training session for peer teachers in 
grades six and 10. This program was

previously supported by grant money 
which school officials said they do not 
anticipate receiving again. 

5. Increased financial support for the 
WHS library — $5,000.

A New Life For An Old School 


By DAVE LEECO 

What was once a classroom in the 
Washington School is now a luxurious 
apartment with two-story-high ceilings, 
two bedrooms and a loft overlooking the 
whole carpeted, wall-papered shebang, 

And where students once learned to 
read, about 70 town officials, 
businessmen and developers gathered 
Thursday ‘night for the opening of the 
Waterfield Square condominiums. 

Only the model unit, located in the 
octagonal wing facing Highland ave., 
was open for the crowd's inspection, but 
that was plenty to look at. 

The model had natural wood ban- 
nisters and railings, and a kitchenette big 
enough to cook dozens of varieties of hors 
d'oeuvres for the guests. 

A ceiling fan circulated the air in the 
large living room. And from two stories 
above the dining-area table hung a 
chandelier — suspended [rom a track so 
it could be moved to the center of any 
sized dining table. 

The developers of the new con- 
domitiiums, Codman Co. of Boston., 
purchased the school from the town for 
$305,000, after the town's Alternate 
Schoo] Use Gommittee (ASUC) and its 


According to Codman president 
Edward Haddad, renovations are 60 
percent completed on the former 
elementary school, and the job should be 
done by late March or early April. 

The condos went on sale last week, 
Haddad noted, and one of the 18 units, 
which range in price from $77,000 to 
$197,000, has already been sald. 

Prospective buyers of the con- 
dominiums will have quite a time 
making up their minds — no two of the 
condominiums are alike, Haddad said. 

For example, two of the condos, 
located in the former gym, will have 
alriums, 

“We cut two big holes out of the 
building and put in glass skylights,” 
explained Haddad. ‘One has a first-floor 
dining room with the ceiling two-stories 
up, and stairs going to a library with loft 
with a railing. 

“The light from the skylight goes 
down into the dining room and the 
library, and there are fireplaces in the 
dining room and the library, inside the 
atrium.’” 

Another condominium, in the old 
library, features a two-story bay window 
overlooking the North Reservoir and the

they had made a wise choice. 
“We knew they would do a good job,

All the condominiums have central 
air conditioning, Haddad said, “and we 
have a lot of cathedral ceilings and bay 
windows”. 

Every tenant of the building will have 
access to the development's tennis courts 
and patio, Haddad noted. 

Haddad said thal in renovating the 
building, his firm put a lot of money into 
making the condominiums as energy 
efficient as possible. 

There are 12 inches of insulation in the 
ceilings, Haddad said, and another 10 
inches of styrofoam insulation in the 
walls, 

Every window in the building was 
removed, Haddad continued, and 
replaced with bronzed frame, ther- 
meplags windows to cut down on heat 
joss, 

Even the metal window frames are 
insulated, with a layer of plastic between 
two layers of metal to keep the frames 
from conducting cold. 

Buyers can chose the size condo they 
want — there are six one-bedroom units, 
eleven two bedroom units and a three- 
bedroom condo with a full basement. 

Haddad said his company hopes to

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VFW Officers Warned About Violation 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars officers 
were let of with a warning from the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night for a 
violation of the post's liquor license. 

But selectmen warned that the next 
club to violate the laws would not get off 
So easily. 

Selectmen held a hearing on the 
matter Monday night after being notified 
by the police department that sixteen 
men were found drinking in the clubs's 
bar on a Sunday morning, an hour and a 
half before the bar was legally allowed 


open, 

Police Lt. Andrew Crawford told the 
selectmen that he and Lt. John Frongillo 
had gone to the River st. post at 9:35 a.m. 
on Dec. 11, and found 12 to [5 cars parked 
in the post's lot. 

‘We went into the club area and found 
16 men sitting at the bar with alcoholic 
beverages in front of them,” said 
Crawford. ‘‘They had open bottles of beer 
and mixed drinks in front of them.” 

Crawford said he spoke to the bar- 
tender, Bernard Perry, and asked him if 
he knew the clubs’s liquor license 
prohibited selling beer before 11 a.m. 
Perry, he said, answered yes. 

“He said he came in to take inventory 
and the men followed him in,” said 
Crawford. ‘I asked him who served the 
liquor and he said ‘I did’.” 

VFW Chairman Angelo Amico said 
the the VFW Board of Directors had put 
Perry on probation as soon as they heard 
of the incident. 


“People know that (Perry) takes 
inventory on Sunday, and not being a well 
man, he doesn't have the nerve or the will 
to refuse them,"' said Amico. ‘‘It had 
happened several times.” 

But if it should happen again, said 
Amico, Perry would be ‘‘automatically 
terminated.”*. 

The VFW, he said, has put a slide boll 
on the door to keep the post closed while 
Perry is taking inventory, and locks have 
been placed on drink dispensers and 
coolers. 

Selectman Chairman Edward 
O'Connell, after hearing Crawfords’s 
story, had harsh words for Amico and the 
VFW. 

“We must be aware of the importance 
of absolute firm control of liquor licen- 
sing in the town of Winchester,” 
O'Connell said. "By our actions or failure 
lg take action, we give out signals to 
other organizations. 

“T want to make it clear that when 
there is a violation of this type, there is 
going to be a slap on the wrist,” he said. 
“We must demonstrate that we expect 
compliance with the law.” 


But selectmen decided not to hit the 
VFW O'Connell's ‘slap on the wrist” 
after hearing Police Chief John 


Meliugh’ S recommendation. 
“T wished only to alert the Board of 
Selectmen to this situation. ! didn’t wish 


(o pursue it in a vigorous manner,” said 
McHugh.

"From time to time the clubs are 
censured, brought up short,"’ he said. ‘'T 
think they have learned their lesson. 

"I think once this has been brought to 
the post's attention, I hope they never 
will come back,” he said. ‘If they do, I'll 
come in here knocking heavy heels and 
with strong arms." 

Although O’Connell was firm in 
calling for a temporary suspension of the 
club's license, the rest of the board was 
split on whether to come down on the 
VFW. 

Selectmen Alan Macdonald and John 
Williams both indicated that they felt by 
calling the VFW officers in front of the 
board, selectmen had made their point. 

“T think the slap on the wrist has been 
done in the chief bringing this to our 
attention, and by our discussing this 
publicly,” said Macdonald. ‘We have 
already taken a kind of action to put a 
halt to this kind of thing.” 

But Seleclman Wade Welch said he 
would have been prepared to suspend the 
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VFW's liquor license. 

“T would have supported a more firm 
action,” said Welch, “I would have voted 
to suspend.” 

Since the fifth member of the board, 
Michael Saraco, has withdrawn from the 
discussion and voting because he is a 
officer in the Christopher Columbus 
Club, O'Connell chose not to bring the 
matter to a vote. 

But he warned that future liquor 
license violations, by the VFW or any 
other club, would not be treated as 
lightly. 

Cy ‘de not like being played for a fool,” 
said O'Connell. ‘‘Should we let you off the 
hook, and should you let us down, we will 
have been played the fool. 

“We don't want to establish the 
reputation that the first time around all 
you get is a nice sermon,” O'Connell 
continued. “This is the first offense of 
1982. The second offense, no matter what 
direction it comes from, is going to 
irritate me.” 


Spillway Shift At Dam Has 


Town Officials 


A shift in the spillway holding back 
the North Reservoir has selectmen 
worried and DPW official checking the 
structure daily. 

One of the two large cement blocks in 
the spillway shifted about four inches 
recently, forcing DPW workers to shore 
up the structure with two boulders. 

DPW Director Dom Serratore told the 
selectmen Monday that when “a slight 
movement in the structure” was noticed, 
engineers from Geotechnical] Engineers 
on Main st. were called to evaluate the 
problem. 

“They said we could support the 
spillway temporarily by placing 
boulders,” said Serratore, ‘‘If there is the 
slightest movement, we will drain the 
reservoir a foot."

O'Connell told Serratore that he had 
personally inspected the spillway over

movement." O'Connell said he took 
his son who is studying engineering with 
him, and was told that there was a 
danger in the situation. 

“] gathered that there is a risk there if 
there is further movement,"’ O'Connell 
said. “If that spillway ever came 
crashing down, Highland avenue would 
be awash.” 

Serratore told O'Connell the boulders 
were a temporary measure to support 
the dam until summer, when the water 
would be lower and the spillway could be 
rebuilt. 

“Geotechnical thought that would be 
sufficient at this time,” said Serratore. 
“And if there if the least movement, we 
won't hesitate to drain a foot of water.” 

Serratore added that Water Supt. 
Richard Warrington was checking the 
spillway daily.

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Nuclear Evacuation Plans Are Necessary But Not Comforting 


By JOHN WILPERS 

Nuclear war is an abhorrent 
thought. 

It is revolting, repugnant, 
horrifying. It would mean the 
end of life as we know it. 

According to a growing 
number of physiclans and 
scientists, the recent talk of 
winning or even surviving a 
nuclear war reflects a wide- 
spread failure to appreciate a 
medical reality: any nuclear 
war would cause death, disease 
and suffering of epidemic pro- 
portions and effective medical 
treatment on any meaningful 
scale would be impossible. 

And yet, the state and federal 
governments are spending 
millions of dollars on civil 
defense plans to try to insure 
that some people live through 
such a holocaust to face an un- 
certain future at best or a long, 
excruciating death at the worst. 

The recently released evac- 
uation plan for Winchester and 
other Massachusetts cities and 
towns (see page one) is only part 
of the Reagan Administration's 
attempt to convince us that nu- 
clear war is not only surviveable 
but winnable. As part of this 
effort, the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency is dis- 
tributing pamphlets and news- 
paper columns for publication. 
One of those columns js entitled 
“Would Survivors of Nuclear 
Attack Envy the Dead 
Experts Say ‘No’. 


We disagree — with the 
premise of that particular 
column and with the ad- 


ministration’s campaign to ease 
our fears of nuclear war. 
Preparation for a disaster is one 
thing, seeming to invite it is 
another. 

Consider the following: 
According to a federal study, if 
the United States were attacked 
with only one-fifth of the nuclear 
weapons in the Soviet Union's 
arsenal, Massachusetts would 
instantly suffer. 3.2 million 
deaths and injuries, more than 
half of our population. 


Presuming that only one 
bomb were dropped in this area, 
buildings and persons as far 
away as two miles from where 
that bomb hit would virtually 
disappear in 20 seconds. Up to 
three miles away, half of the 
people would die immediately, 
the other half would be injured. 
Of those survivors, half again 
would die sooner or later from 
exposure to radiation. Tall 
buildings would collapse and 
most vehicles would be 
destroyed. Even at five miles 
from the bomb blast, half of the 
residents would die, contents of 
buildings would be blown out, 
and, under certain conditions, a 
vast firestorm would burn out of 
control at temperatures of 
thousands of degrees consuming 
oxygen and suffocating any 
survivors. 

For up to hundreds of miles 
away, radiation would kill thou- 
sands more. Deaths would be 
rapid and slow. Survivors would 
face a long, painful recovery

My! 
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perlod with excellent chances of 
permanent disability, genetic 
defects and cancer. 

The scenario is so horrible 
that the survivors could end up 
envying the dead. Especially if 
they knew what the future would 
hold for them. 

Medical treatment would be 
minimal to non-existent. In 
Hiroshima, for example, where 
only one bomb fell, a mere six 
doctors survived to treat 10,000 
wounded. The salvation for those 
survivors came when medical 
help arrived from elsewhere in 
Japan's unbombed cities. In an 
all-out nuclear attack on the 
United States, there would not be 
any help coming from anywhere. 

Even the dead would cause 
problems for the living. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Herbert Abrams of the 
Harvard Medical School, ‘‘in- 
sects, many of which have an 
unexplained immunity to 
radiation. would thrive on the 
unburied corpses, infest sur- 
viving animals, and, eventually,

man."’ Abrams also predicted 
the epidemic resurgence of 
diseases such as the plague, 
cholera, smailpox and typhoid as 
well as massive increases in flu, 
pneumonia, meningitis and 
hepatitis. 

It is not a pretty picture. 

It makes any plan to survive 
appear ludicrous, almost insane. 

But there is a nagging sense 
of hope, of humane responsibility 
to those who might survive. And 
both civil defense officials and 
their critics agree that there will 
be survivors with or without 
any pre-attack precautions. 

What is our duty tothem? Can 
we condemn them to death by 
doing nothing now to help them 
later? To what lengths do we go? 
At what point does such invite 
aloofness and apathy to the 
threat of nuclear war? Or, for 
that matter, encourage it? 

Civil defense needn't be 
elaborate. We certainly don't’ 
need our hills and mountains: 
honeycombed with bomb shel- 
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ters equipped like hotels. We 
don't need a billion dollar civil 
defense budget as requested by 
the Reagan Administration. And 
we certainly don’t need the 
federal government telling us 
that nuclear war is either win- 
nable or survivable. 

That sort of preparation 
would only make people com- 
fortable with the idea of waging 
a ‘‘limited nuclear war."’ Worse, 
it could make us smug about the 
possibility of out-surviving the 
Soviets, of perhaps even win- 
ning. It would decrease the fear 
of nuclear war and that would be 
a tragedy of unmeasurable 
proportions. 

Preparations need only be 
simple plans on where to go and 
what to do, and what to stockpile, 
even if many of us might not live 
to exercise those plans. Given 
the unpredictable nature of post- 
attack environment, no one can 
say who will or won't suffer 
direct hits or downwind radia- 
tion. No one knows if it would be 
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a surprise attack or if we would 
have time to evacuate during an 
escalating crisis. 


All we can do is plan for the 
basic survival needs for every- 
one. As ludicrous or unthinkable 
as the evacuation plan may be, 
we owe it to those who might 
survive to tell them how to go on 
living. 


There might not be anything 
left to live for. There might not 
be any way to stave off death. 
There might not be any hope. 


But then again, there might. 
And as long as there would be 
survivors, it is our responsibility 
to give them the tools to carry 
on. 


Not billion dollar civil defense 
budgets, not elaborate shelters. 
Just a plan to follow and nation- 
wide education program in the 
horrors of nuclear war that 
would convert us from thinking 
that we might survive to de- 
manding that we negotiate strict 
arms limitations. Now. 
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A View Of The Flowers, Looking From The Margins Of Life

Some people sit on the 
sidelines of life: the old folks, the 
mothers of small children, the 
chronically unemployed, 
perhaps. They dwell not in the 
busy avenues of living, but at the 
margins. They're the kind of 
people you find at the doughnut 
shop on a weekday morning. Not 
those racing In to fill an order for 
the crew back at the office, and 
noc those parked for 20 minutes, 
conspicuously and unmistakably 
‘on break,’’ but the others, those 
not reckoned as part of the work 
force, those whose task it is only 
to fill the time, and who seek 
some small adventure to give 
contour to their day. 

I used to regard these people 
as wall flowers more or less, 
Mere spectators at the grand 
ball, far from the busy midst of 
things. When I worked full time 1 
felt afraid of them, afraid of 
someday joining their ranks. I 
was afraid of the nearer 
tomorrow of the long slow 
mornings spent with a slew of 
helpless infants, small people 
who kept asking for things, 
people who couldn't even read. 

And I was afraid of the fur- 
ther tomorrow, of the long slow 
afternoons, of being old and 
alone, of being in the position 
where a birthday card from the 
insurance agent would be the big 
event of my day. 

. Well now I am one of those 
people and I no longer feel 
afraid. For five yearsI've beena 
sideliner now, and many of the 
people most crucial to my 
happiness are sideliners too. I've 
Jearned an important lesson 
dwelling here in the margins: 
some lovely flowers bloom by the 
side of the road, flowers that 
wouldn't stand a chance out on 
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the thoroughfare. 

Take the day I met those 
sisters. They were old ladies 
both of them, born in County 
Kerry like all my ancestors, born 
before the century turned and 
living here in town. They'd come 
to the coffee shop as I had with 
my children, to make of a snack 
some small celebration. 

They greeted me and smiled 
at my small girls, dressed alike 
in matching sunsults, sandaled 
feet dangling a yard off the floor, 
Iimbs brown from week after 
week in the wading pool. 

Passing us at the counter, the 
one who seemed the elder 
remarked that my children were 
*beauties,’’ ‘‘And blonde both of 
them too; only think of it, and 
you so dark.”’ 

‘We're blonde now too!" her 
sister added, and together they 
smiled as they touched the wispy 
strands of white escaping from 
their hairpins. 


I thought as my small family 
worked away at our ice creams, 
of the contrast between these two 
old ladies seated by the windows, 
and the two very young ladies 
perched across from me in 
booster chairs. To us they 
seemed quite old, with their print 
dresses and their hats, their 
near-toothlessness and that odd 
and lilting speech. But to them 
we seemed quite young: while 
admiring my babies they told me 
I was no more than a baby 
myself. ... It seemed we'd been 
talking over very’ great 
distances, I thought to myself. 


In time, the sisters finished 
their tea. Moving slowly, arm in 
arm, they began their progress 
toward the door. They paused 
once more by our table: 

“We've been turnin’ it over 
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between us,’’ one said, ‘‘and we 
wanted you to know: You're the 
image of our teacher back in 
Ireland. We both of us noticed it. 
Miss Cummings she was, with 
hair as black as yours.” 

They told me about the young 
woman who'd taught them all, 
these two and their 10 brothers 
and sisters ‘‘all gone now, gone 
ahead."’ They described a 
woman who looked like me, who

was a teacher like me, who 
worked in a one-room 
schoolhouse and was young once 
as they had been young, across 
an ocean of space, across an 
ocean oftime... 

It was important to them to 
tell me this. It was important to 
me to hear it. Looking back, it 
was nearly the most significant 
event of my summer, and I am 
glad it came my way.

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Takes Job With State Archives 
Keats Leaves Town Archivist Position

On her last week as the Town 
Archivist, Susan Keats was down in the 
vault at Town Hall, finishing up her in- 
ventory of the town's records, 

Keats left her position this week to go 
to work for the Massachusetts Secretary 
of State's Archives Division. 

There, she will begin a one-year 
federally funded study of the condition of 
all the historical records buried in town 
halls and historical society archives 
throughout the state. 

History buffs in Winchester are 
dismayed to learn she is leaving, she 
said, ‘It's like I was getting a divorce or 
abandoning my children.” 

Keats admitted she regrets leaving 
the job, 

But, she added, ‘I couldn't be one of 
those old archivists who spent their 
whole life in the vault.” 

That's been Keats’ approach to her 
ions Town Archivist since she started in 

She’s put her time in down in the vault 
— she’s been working on the Town Hall 
inventory for the last seven months, and 
before that she went through the files 
upon files of records in the Historical 


Society Archives. 

But she has also tried to take the 
history of Winchester out of musty rooms 
and into the homes and schools of. 

She regularly goes out on the ‘‘school 
circuit,” narrating one of two slide shows 
on Winchester history that she put 
together. 

And she’s taken more Girt Scouts, 
Boy Scouts, Brownies and college 
students through the archives than she 
can remember. 

She’s gone into the homes of Win- 
chester to tape the reminiscences of 
Winchester’s oldest citizens as part of an 
oral history project, und looked at the 
outside of 5000 homes for a historical 
house survey. 

“T think we've produced a sensilivily 
to history in this town,” she said. ‘We're 
giving people a sense of pride in what 
they have here.”’ 

Winchester, she said, is full of history 
that people are just beginning to realize 
exists. 

“People are becoming aware of the 
fact that we have residents in town who 
can remember an incredible amount of 
the town’s history,’ she said. “Every 
town has a Henry Simonds who can be

“I never would have been able to be at 
all effective in getting the history of the 
town if I hadn't known and used Henry,” 
she said. 

Keats said that in her new job, she'll 
be able to continue working with people, 
rather that than spending all her time 
with dust-covered records. 

Her job will be to put together a list of 
historical documents available in ar- 
chives throughout the state and to advise 
the towns and historical societies keeping 
those documents how best to preserve 
them. 

The list of documents, and perhaps 
some of the documents themselves, will 
be included in the state archives being 
built at Columbia Point in Boston. 

“They want to know what records 
exist, and where,” said Keats. ‘“‘We're 
talking aboul important papers, kept by 
thousands of little historical socielies 
which don't even know where to start as 
far as cataloguing and preserving those 
records.”’ 

Those little historical societies, she 
continued, could provide a wealth of 
historical information. 

“The Civil War didn't go through 
Massachusetts like it did Virginia, which 
is the only comparable state for 
historical documents,” she said. ‘The 
fact is, this state really is the seat of 
history for this country. 

“There is no state with a history like 
this one, but there is no one responsible 
for the historical documents spread all 
over,” she continued. 

Keats’ job won't be simply to get a list 
of the records, she said. ‘There will be a

lot of public relations to it.” 

Part of the job will be convincing lown 
clerks, archivist and historical socicties 
to preserve, make available, and even 
give up some of the more valuable 
documents so they can go in the state 
archives. 

“A lot of people get the implication 
that just because something is old. it's 
valuable. But that’s not necessarily 
true." said Keats. 

“When we went through the (Win 
chester) archives, we got rid of a lot of a 
material because it was not Winchester- 
oriented," she said. “It wasn't doing us 
any good. And it went to where it’s being 
used,” 

Beside working with people in the 
towns, Keats will be hitting up cor- 
porations in Massachusetts for donations 
to fill up the newly built archives. 

Meanwhile, Winchester’s Archives 
will be kept up by the Historical Society. 
and {wo graduate students working on 
histories of the town. 

One student will be continuing the 
work on the oral history project. while 
the other will be putting together a 
history of the town's immigrant citizens 

And Keats said she hopes that 
eventually another archivist will come in 
to take her place. 

“Someone has to keep up the ar- 
chives,"’ she said. “Winchester has ended 
up as a fine example of a town with 
historical sensitivity. 

“The town has regained a sense of 
pride in it's history, despite being next to 
Lexington and Concord,” she said. “This 
town has a totally different history which 
can be learned and enjoyed."

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Senate Race For Rotondi’s Seat Heats Up 


Arlington Attorney Havern Joins Race 


Arlington’s James Lyons Throws Hat In 


James. J. Lyons Jr. of Arlington has 
announced his candidacy for the office of 
state senator. He will seek the 
Democratic nomination for the Fourth 
Middlesex District which comprises 
Arlington, Woburn, Winchester, and 
Lexington. 


In announcing his candidacy, Lyons 
stated, ‘The people of Winchester and 
the entire senatorial district deserve 
honest, open and _ responsible 
representation. I intend to bring those 
qualities to the office of state senator. 


“Perhaps the greatest challenge 
facing our state today is to restore the 
people’s faith in the effectiveness and 
responsiveness of government. Nowhere 
is this challenge more obvious or im- 
portant than over the question of how to 
deal with Proposition 2.5.

Married to the former Maureen 
Crane, and the father of a son, Havern 
says that he feels the cilizens of 
Arlington, Lexington, Winchester ana

‘‘As a homeowner and parent, 
businessman and public official, I feel

Boys Drub 
Red Devils

Six wins and no losses. It sounds 
impressive. And the Sachems’ record is 
just as impressive as their 53-33 drubbing 
of Burlington last week. 

The Red Devils were no match for the 
Sachems, who are hungry for a league 
title, However, that spread could have 
been larger. A few mistakes kept the 
Sachems from a %-point victory. 

Nonetheless, the win was satisfying. 
Burlinglon is tough competition. They 
have good performers in the 300, 600, 
1000, mile, and 2-mile.

Winchester immediately took ad- 
vantage of this weakness.

Co- 
captain Paul Manganaro took second 
with 5.6 and Junior Jerry Malloy took 
third with 5.7. 

In the 600, Burlington gave the 
Sachems a scare. Co-captain Albert Chen 
had to work to beat Greaves of 
Burlington. Chen did take first with a 
time of 1:19.6. Senior Greg Kirk took 
third with 1:22.3. Chen looks like the heir- 
apparent to this year’s leagues best 600 
title. Chen has beaten all his top com- 
petitors. 

After the 600, it looked like Winchester 
would completely wipe out Burlington. At 
this point, the Sachems commanded a 24 
to 3 lead. 
¢ But in the 300, the Sachems ran into 
some bad luck.

But with such an 
awesome thing, you should not overlook 
any measure.”

Davis, Pastor, First 
Congregational Church: ‘My primary 
concern would be to develop our spiritual 
values. We as Americans, as spiritual 
and religious beings, should develop an 
attitude that would say that nuclear arms 
development is, in itself, a disaster. We 
don’t have to wait for the bomb for the 
disaster,”’ 

— Dr. Alexander Leaf, Curtis circle, 
Department Chairman at Harvard 
Medical School, Chief of Medical Ser- 
vices at Mass. General Hospital and a 
member of the IPPNW: “It's not only 
absurd, it’s misleading and gives people 
a false sense of security. There is no way 
you can go up in the woods and escape 
that sort of thing (nuclear fallout). 
Because of the fallout drift it would be 
impossible to find uncontaminated food. 
It is dangerous that people think we could 
salvage any part of our society.” 

— Arthur Montourl, Winchester Civil 
Defense Representative; “It is just a 
plan. There is no threat of any attack or 
any war. And 1 hope it never happens.

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Brochure Spells Out 
Civil Defense Process 


By JOHN WILPERS 

The nuts and bolts of the new nuclear 
attack evacuation plan for Winchester 
are spelled out in a 16-page ‘Relocation 
Instructions” pamphlet which would be 
mass produced in a time of international 
crisis, according to civil defense of- 
ficials. 

Ifa crisis similar to the Cuban Missile 
Crisis of 1962 were to occur and if federal 
officials believed it was serious enough to 
constitute a threat of nuclear war, the 
pamphlei would be printed at certain 
newspaper plants and distributed to the 
citizens in the various risk areas. 

Residents of Winchester would 
receive the “Greater Boston Risk Area 
Suburban North’ brochure containing 
the warning: ‘This information is your 
key to survival — READ IT... KEEP 
IT, These plans may save your life!" 

In the introduction, residents are 
advised to familiarize themselves with 
evacuation procedures and the 
evacuation route while awaiting word 
that the crisis has either escalated to the 
point of nuclear war or abated to remove 
the threat of war and evacuation. 

In a section entitled ‘‘PREPARE!”, 
residents are told to collect al) valuable 
papers into a metal container, secure al! 
locks, buy enough gas to get to the 
relocation site, pack tools ‘‘especially 
shovels, picks, hammers,..essential in 
improvising a fallout shelter,” and stay 
tuned to local TV or radio station for 
instructions to evacuate. 

The ‘survival supplies’’ section 
details what evacuees should pack in 
preparation for relocation. There are 
sections for Clothing and Bedding (extra 
pair of socks, work clothes and gloves, 
extra underclothing, etc.); Food and 
Utensils (plastic drop cloth, paper cups, 
plates and napkins, etc.); Personal 
Safety, Sanitation and Medical Supplies 
(toothbrush and toothpaste, emergency 
toilet, flashlight, first aid kit, etc.); Tools 
for Constructing A Fallout Shelter; 
Important Papers (credit cards, checks, 
stocks and bonds, Social Security card, 
Savings account books, etc.); and Baby 
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come.”’ 

Dependable Scott Carzo pinned his 
opponent 134. Tom Gibbons won 28-2 
at 140 and Paul Binge! pinned his op- 
ponent at 147. Winchester lost the 157, but 
Scott D'Errico took the 169 with a pin.

The Sachems’ record is 6-2 and 
Tremblay is now focusing on topping last 
year’s 11-5 record. 
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Supplies (milk or formula, diapers, etc.). 
The checklist also instructs evacuees 
not to bring firearms, narcotics or 
alcohol. ‘‘Do noi take all your favorite 
belongings;’’ the pamphlet adds. 

For those who do not own a car, 
packing is recommended to be limited to 
one suitcase. 

If ‘the crisis intensifies and 
evacuation appears imminent,’’ the 
government advises those with vacation 
cabins or friends or relatives outside the 
risk area to “GO THERE as soon as 
possible to get to the location of your 
choice,” 

For those who don’t have a location of 
their choice, they must sit by the radio or 
television and wait, 

Once the officia) notification is given 
to evacuate, Winchester residents would 
cut out the destination sticker in the 
brochure (CO” for Concord, N.H.), tape 
or glue it to their car window and start 
driving up Route 3. The ‘relocation route 
map” has Winchesterites proceeding on 
to Route 128 to Route 93 to Concord. 

Residents who decide to be in- 
dependent and go somewhere other than 
the assigned location would be in for an 
unpleasant surprise, according to the 
brochure. ‘You may find the host 
receplion area you have chosen is filled 
and there is no room for accommodations 
for you,” the brochure warns chillingly. 

If a traffic jam were to develop, 
motorists are instructed in the pamphlet 
to ‘turn off your engine, remain in your 
car, listen for official instructions and be 
patient.” The pamphlet also instructs 
those with auto troubles enroute to 
“‘move your car to the side of the road out 
of the traffic lanes to allow traffic to 
continue.” Disabled motorists are con- 
soled by the pamphlet by the assertion 
that “service to stalled autos will be 
available during the evacuation period." 
Hoods should be left up ‘‘as a sign that 
you are stalled and you wil] be assisted as 
soon as possible," the pamphlet says. 

Those Winchesterites without tran- 
sportation are instructed to go to the 
nearest public school where ‘‘govern- 
ment authorities will provide tran- 
sportation to your host reception area.” 
For the handicapped, the pamphlet 
advises ‘Calling your local Civil Defense 
office to make arrangements to be picked 
up and transported to the host area."” 

And for those in Winchester Hospital, 
the brochure assures that ‘most hospital 
patients will be evacuated.” For the rest, 
“if it is impossible for you to be moved 
... you will be cared for during the 
evacuation period,’ The pamphlet does 
not spell out how. 

For the pets of Winchester, the 
pamphlet is not encouraging. ‘‘No 
arrangements have been made to house 
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Parenting 

“Enjoying — Parenting"’ 
will be given Feb, 3, 10, 17 
and 24 from 7 to 9 p.m, at 
Choate Hospital cafeteria 
in Woburn, Com- 
munications skills will be 
taught.

television and radio reports and through 
newspapers hastily printed through a 
prearranged agreement between the 
government and certain newspapers. 

Less than an hour after the initial 
local alert, the first residents would 
begin to evacuate toward N.H. Before the 
day was out, all but,a few of the town's 
21,000 citizens would be relocated inside 
prepared fallout shelters in Concord. 
There, Winchesterites would wait to hear 
whether Boston had suffered an attack. 
(The U.S. Department of Defense says 
that {he Boston area has a 50-50 chance of 
receiving a direct hit during all-out 
nuclear attack on the United States.) 

If the Boston area were spared, some 
experts say that Winchester residents 
would be able to return home within 
several weeks. According to those ex- 
perts, the determining factor would be 
how quickly the radioactivity blown here 
from other parts of the country would 
decay {o tolerable levels. Other experts 
disagree, saying it could be weeks or 
months before residents could return, 

However, should Boston sustain a 
direct hit, the explosion would cause a 120 
m.p.h. shock wave and a firestorm 
which, in the words of one civil defense 
planner, would leave Winchester ‘‘totally 
destroyed.” 

The evacuation plan is a result of 
recent conclusions by the federal 
governmenl| that the combination of a 
nuclear arsenal and a civil defense plan 
is the best way lo deter the Soviets from 
launching a nuclear altack. 

With the evaeuation plan, state and 
federal civil defense officials believe that 
85-90 percent of the Country’s civilian 
population could survive an all-out 
nuclear atlack. Without the evacuation 
plan, the survival rate would be less than 
50 percent, they say. If the plan were to 
work successfully, civil defense officials 
believe that towns like Winchester could 
be evacuated in less than one day, Boston 
in two and a half days, and the entire U.S. 
in less than four days. 

The Russians, on the other hand, 
could save up to 96 percent of their 
population with their four-day 
evacuation plans, federal civil defense 
officials say. According to those officials, 
the Russians would need four to seven 
days to complete their plan. Because the 
U.S, evacuation plan would go into effect 
only after the sighting of a substantial 
Soviet evacuation, the American plan 
would, indeed, have to be completed in 
four days or less, they say. 

While the plan for evacuating Win- 
chester could be implemented now, state 
and local officials admit that details such 
as food supplies are five years from 
completion. 

The theory behind the evacuation 
plan, federal and state officials say, is 
that nuclear war would become less 
attractive to the Soviets if they knew that 
there could be no clear-cut victory if the 
U.S. did nol sustain overwhelming 
civilian fatalities. 

But the plan itself, and the theory 
behind it, have many critics, among 
whom are two Winchester physicians. 
Dr. John Pastore of Calumet road and 
Dr. Alexander Leaf of Curtis circle. Both 
are active in the International 
Physicians for the prevention of Nuclear 
War (IPPNW) 

They and other critics maintain that 
the evacuation plans are impractical 
and, worse, create the dangerous per- 
ception that nuclear war is survivable. 

The issues in the debate over civil 
defense range from simple logistical 
questions of traffic flow to scientific 
assumptions about the spread of 
radiation. And ultimately, the debate 
leads to the theoretical question of how 
best to prevent a nuclear war. 

Civil defense officials 
evacuation plans would enable the 
population to survive and thus 
discourage an enemy from trying to 
destroy the U.S. The critics, on the other 
hand maintain that civil defense plans 
make nuclear war appear to be sur- 
vivable, thus removing some of the 
horror of nuclear war and the reluctance 
lo use nuclear weapons. 

The evacuation pian calls for Win- 
chester residents to drive north on route 3 
and pick up route 128 north to Interstate 
93 and follow that road to Concord. 

Civil defense critics and some local 
officials say that that timetable is 
hopelessly optimistic. 

They insist that trying to evacuate 
four million people from the Boston area 

in such a short period of time under crisis 


believe 
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conditions would turn local roads and 
highways into giant parking lots full of 
panic-stricken evacuees. Winchester, for 
example, would share route 3 with parts 
of Woburn and route 93 with at least 
seven other towns, including Medford, 
Reading, Burlington, Melrose, and 
Woburn. 

“You can't dump two and a half 
million people on Interstate 93 and expect 
it to work,” says Police Chief John 
McHugh. Chaos could easily be 
triggered, he says if one motorist runs 
out of gas, blocks a lane, panics, and tries 
to hijack another car to carry his family 
to safety. 

“It (the evacuation plan) seems 
impractical (0 us as Boston area com- 
muters,”” says Pastore. Pastore is the 
Director of the Non-Invasive Laboratory 
at St. Elizabeth’s Hospital in Brighton 
and an associate professor of medicine at 
Tufts. 

Robert Kelly, a planner with the stale 
CDA, says that a state Department of 
Public Works (DPW) study indicated 
that if the proposed evacuation were slow 
and orderly, il would result in less than 60 
percent of the traffic that is on Boston 
area expressways during the peak of 
rush hour. 

And Douglas Forbes, Director of 
Planning for the CDA, says that 
historical precedents indicate that there 
would be no panic during the evacuation. 
“There have been many evacuations 
over history," says Forbes. ‘‘The more 
hazardous the evacuation, the more 
people follow instructions.” 

While Chief McHugh has his doubts 
about the entire Boston area evacuation 
plan, he does think that Winchester itself 
could be evacuated in less than a day. He 
gives the 1981 Winchester-Woburn 
football game as an example. ‘Within an 
hour after the game, there were no 
vestiges of any crowds in Winchester,” 
he says, Of the approximately 15,000 
spectators at the game, says McHugh, at 
least half drove out of town to Woburn 
without causing more than a couple of 
minor accidents. 

But it won't be easy. 

I'm not going to say there is not going 
to be a lol of traffic,’ says Arthur 
Montouri, who became Winchester's 
Civil Defense representative two years 
ago. ‘‘But if you assume that we have had 
a threat, then we will have more than 
ample time.” 

Another point of debate over the 
evacuation plan is the question of how 
much safety the relocation centers will 
actually provide. Civil defense planners 
say that the process of relocation will 
save all but ten percent of the Boston 
area population. The estimated 2,000 or 
more Winchester residents who would 
die in such a scenario, say the officials, 
would be the very young, elderly or sick, 
all of whom would be more susceptible to 

‘the effects of radiation even if they could 
be evaucated to a shelter. 

But Kosta Tsipis, primary research 
scientist at MIT's physics department, 
states flatly that no one can accurately 
predict fallout patterns and the 
widespread effects of radiation. 

“The effects of fallout cannot ‘be 
accurately anticipated,” says Tsipis. It is 
‘ridiculous,’ he says, for the federal 
government to base civil defense plans 
on specific predictions of radiation levels 
because no one knows where the bombs 
would fal], much less what the speed and 
direction of the winds would be. 

Kelly, on the other hand, maintains 
that the issue is not so much the specifics 
of how many would die as it is how many 
would survive. He says the most im- 
portant issue is to try to develop a plan to 
save as many lives as possible. 

“It’s never been said that these plans 
will save millions more people,” says 
Kelley. 

Forbes agrees, saying that the 
relocation plan is akin to amputating a 
patient’s limb to save his life. “What 
we're talking about is mere survival,” he 
says. 

But civil defense plan critics question 
whether survival is even possible, much 
fess desirable 

One of the biggest disputes critics 
have with civil defense planners is the 
question of what kind of world the sur- 
vivors would inherit. Critics insist that 
the stockpiling of food and supplies would 
be an enormous problem during the 
relocation period. Another major 
problem, say the critics, would be the

goes off, it won't do any good. 

Fay said that steam heating pipes 
were especially vulnerable, and steam 
boilers could split if owners didn't 
check the low cut-off trap and flush it 
out every week. 

And pipes in exposed places — next 
to outside walls or above garages in 
split-level homes — should be protected 
from the cold, he said. “You can 
put a heating cable on a pipe. and then 
put insulation over the cabie,"' he said 
“That does a fine job." 

And al the very least, he added. 
homeowners should leave water 
trickling out of the taps if they are 
leaving the house for a long time 

If may not be any consolation to 
those with frozen pipes, bul according 
lo Ed Govostes of Winchester Plum 
bing, the number of frozen pipes is 
dropping each year. 

“4's nowhere near as bad this year 
as years gone by,” he siaid. “People 
are more energy conscious and have 
tightened up their houses. 

‘It used lo be we'd go inlo a house 
with frozen pipes, and there were drafts

predicted oulbreaks of epidemics and a 
tremendous growth in the insect 
population magnified by the mind- 
boggling task of the burial of the victims. 

An even bigger problem would be the 
long-term feeding. medical treatment, 
and reorganization of society, the critics 
insist. 

Both sides agree that radioactive dust 
would settle in reservoirs and lakes and 
then be absorbed by the soil. Beyond 
that, there is no agreement. The 
government believes thal the radioac- 
tivity would decay quickly and that 
survivors would then be able to use the 
open water supplies and grow their own 
food. 

“The risk lo water supplies would be 
small if certain precautions were taken,” 
says Kelley. ‘Radiation only affects 
living cells and soil isn’t living, as far as I 
know. After the fallout decayed to the 
point where you could walk on the soil, 
you could grow things in it.” 

Not so, say the critics. 

Tsipis believes thal the civil defense 
planners are fooling themselves when 
they say that the soil would support a 
post-war society. 

“The general assumption is that the 
water would be radioactive, then the soil 
becomes radioactive and then you 
wouldn't be able to grow anything in it for 
a few years after the attack,’’ says the 


MIT scientist who published an article 
last year entitled ‘Catastrophic Releases 
of Radioactivity’’ in the Scientific 
American. 

“Because of the fallout drift, it would 
be impossible to find uncontaminated 
food,’ says Winchester's Dr. Leaf, who 
spent two years with the Altamic Bomb 
Casualty Commission investigating the 
effects of the two nuclear bombs that 
were dropped on Japan in 1945, 

“There is no way you can go up in the 
woods and escape that sort of thing,” 
says Dr. Leaf. “It’s become dangerous 
(hat people think we could salvage any 
part of our society. [It (nuclear war) 
would be the most disasterous thing that 
could happen to our world and I think 
people need to know this.”” 

Civil defense planners, however, 
insist Ihat a sufficient number of medical 
personne] and supplies could be 
evacuated along with the civilian 
population. 

“Much of the medical equipment 
would be moved." says Kelly, adding 
that a large number of doctors would be 
relocated to insure adequate post-attack 
medical care. 

But critics insist that medical 
treatment would be much less than 
adequate. ‘The medical truth is that few 
will be alive to be healed and there will be 
still fewer healers alive,’’ says Prof.

Robert J. Liflon, a professor of 
psychiatry at Yale University. 

“There will be neither hospilal 
facilities nor medical workers for such 
healing," Lifton told (he [PPNW's first 
congress last year. 

Critics insist (hat the hypothetical 
stalemate created by mutual 
evacuations by the Soviels and 
Americans would never come to pass. 
They say that if the U.S. detected the 
Russians in the middle of an evacuation, 
the military would assume the Russians 
were earnestly preparing for nuclear 
war. At thal point, say the critics, the 
U.S. would be tempted to atlack im- 
mediately and negotiate later rather 
than waiting four days for our evacuation 
plan lo be completed. 

To the critics’ way of thinking, civil 
defense is at best a bad joke in terms of 
logistics and at worst an invitation to 
nuclear war on the theory that it would be 
survivable. 

Inevilably, the arguments return to 
the underlying question of whether an 
evacualion plan is a wise or foolish way 
to prevent a nuclear holocaust. U. S 
military and civil defense officials insist 
that an evacuation plan is a deterrent; 
that if the U.S. did not have and 
evacuation plan, the Soviels would be 
lempted to evacuate their cities and then 
launch a first strike in the hope that

greater numbers of their citizens would 
survive the ensuing exchange of missles. 
Without such confidence of Superior 
survivabilily. the Soviets are much less 
likely to start a nuclear war, the officials

“ICUs not only absurd, it's misleading 
and gives people a false sense of 
security,’ says Dr. Leaf. ‘The stakes 
here are cerlainly the survival of 
America and of the civilization of the 
very planet.” 

“Our main objection to such a plan is 
not whether it is practical or not,” says 
Dr. Pastore, ‘Our main objection is that 
il gets people comfortable with the idea 
of a nuclear attack."” 


To match the increasing activity of 
critics such as the IPPNW. Physicians 
for Social Responsibility and Union of 
Concerned Scientists, the federal 
government is launching a campaign to 
sell civil defense. In a series of 15 
columns prepared for local newspapers, 
FEMA declares that ‘‘a close look at the 
facts shows with fair certainty that with 
reasonable protective measures, the 
United States could survive a nuclear 
attack and go on to recovery within a 
relatively few years.’

pets in the reception area,"’ the brochure 
says. “Therefore, if you take your pet 
with you, it will probably be confined to 
your car... If you elect to leave your 
pets behind, be sure they are confined in 
a sheltered area with an adequate supply 
of food and water.” 

Once Winchesterites arrive in Con- 
cord, they would report to civil defense 
authorities who would determine which 
of the available public buildings would 
become the evacuees’ new home. ''They 
may be in a shoe factory or a school,” 
says Douglas Forbes, Director of 
Planning at the state Civil Defense 
Agency. 

The residents of four other towns — 
Reading, North Reading, Stoneham and 
Medford — would also relocate in Con- 
cord, But, says Forbes, space would not 
be a problem. Allocating a minimum of 
20 square feet per person, regardless of 
age, Forbes says he would expect to use 
only half of the available public space. 
Space, however, does not necessarily 
translate into bedding. While the packing 
list includes bed linens, the civil defense 
officials say they do not plan to provide 
beds. 

Once Winchesterites found out where 
they would be assigned, they would go 
there and ‘‘do everything they can to help 
maintain order and sanitary living 
conditions.” Residents are instructed to 
“elect a leader and form working groups 
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to help local officials with such tasks as 
cooking and feeding. providing water, 
cleaning up trash, maintaining order. 
assuring quiet during sleeping hours, 
organizing recreation and religious 
activities and arranging medical care.” 

The pamphlet then discusses, al 
length and with illustrations, how to turn 
a home, school, downtown store or 
church into a fallout shelter. In most 
cases, the conversion consists of 
sarrying earth into a building and 
spreading it 12 inches deep across the 
floor to protect the basement. Outside. 
earth should be piled one-story high 
against the walls. The plans also call for 
the installation of additional ventilation. 
Homeowners are encouraged to create 
mini-shelters inside their basements or 
in first-floor rooms by piling earth-filled 
boxes and drawers on top of and around a 
table. Families can then hide under the 
table. 

And then, to make the shelter as much 
of a home as possible, the pamphlet 
recommends several steps which, “with 
the use of a little ingenuity and effort, can 
make the shelters more comfortable.” 
The ideas include seats, hammocks, 
bunks, and sheets, logs or boards to be 
draped over the earthen walls. 

The pamphiet then spells out the 
absolute essentials — walter, food, 
sanitation, medical supplies, clothing 
and bedding, and a portable radio. It 
states that the water requirements will 
be between one quart to one gallon per 
person per day, Water should be stored in 
disinfected meta! or plastic trash cans 
lined with strong polyethylene film or 
strong plastic bags. For purification, 
eight drops of a 5.25 percent chlorine 
solution (e.g. clorox) should be mixed 
into each five gallons of water. 

The pamphlet recommends that none 
of the food require refrigeration and all 
of it be of high nutritional value and low 
bulk. Sanitation would be accomplished 
through the use of a metal container with 
a tight-fitting lid for use as a toilet with 
plastic bag liners. 

Despite the elaborate nature of some 
of the preparations, Winchester's Civil 
Defense Representative, Arthur Mon- 
touri, says that there is nothing anyone 
can or should do now before any crisis 
exists.

The Jan. 1 purchase of the former 
Keenan Citgo station on Swanton st. by 
the owner of Bossi’s Exxon on Main st.

Town officials will have to cut more 
than $1 million from next year's proposed 
budget to balance the town’s finances. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux 
presented the Board of Selectmen with 
the preliminary Fiscal Year 1983 (July 1, 
1982 to June 30, 1983) budget pegged al 
$25,550,493 at a Saturday morning 
session, 

The budget, based on the requests of 
town department heads, is $1,130,000 over 
the expected revenues for FY 1983. 

Groux noted in a memo to selectmen 
{Bat the $1 million will have to be cul from 
the budget before it is presented to Town 
Meeting members for approval in May. 

Although Groux said most of the in- 
creases in the budget ‘‘are due to normal 
increases or cost increases’ several 
town departments have requested 
moneys cut out of this year's budget 
because of Prop. 2.5. 

Most of the Schoo) Department's 
$500,000 increase this year comes from 
the reinstatement of teaching aids, a 
school nurse, and programs cut last year. 

The Recreation Dept., which was one 
of the hardest hit this year, is requesting 
an additional $26,000 in the FY 1983 
budgel. 

Most of that money will go to re- 
establishing programs run by the 
recreation coordinator, a position cut out

Five ‘Town Meeting representatives 
who missed over half of the eight 198) 
sessions may be asked lo resign at Town 
Meeting this Spring. 


For the first lime in town history, the 
Town Meeting Committee on Rules has 
taken action against the problem of 
emply seals al Town Meeting. 

In 1978. ‘Town Meeting amended the 
town charter {o say thal elected mem- 
bers whu fail to attend over one-half of 
the sessions in a 12-month period, may be 
expelled by a Iwo-thirds Town Meeting 
vole. 

Last December, members who 
missed five or more of the cight sessions 
in 1981 received fetiers from the Rules 
Committee and ‘Town Clerk Carolyn 
Ward informing them that they may be 
subject to forfeiture of office. Twelve 
letters were sent. 

To unseat a TM member, the rules 
cominittee ius first send a letter of 
explanation, according to the charter. 

The letters asked the twelve tnembers 
for explanations of their absenses and 
outlined the forfeilure of office by-law 
amendment, 

“To possibly avoid having your Town 
Meeling membership presented for 


forfeiture, | hope that you will either 
resign prior (© Ihe election (giving 
another person a chance for mem 
bership) or present the Rules Com- 


mittee, on or before Jan. 31, 1982, with an 
adequate explanation for your ab- 
sences,’’ the letters read. 


Ward said that Ferdinand Pacione of 
Clematis street (precincl 1) and Brian 
Gross of Webster street (precinct 2) 
resigned after receiving the letters. Jane 
Chisholm of Wedge Pond road (precinct 
3) explained that she was absent due to 
illness and expressed a desire to continue 
to serve on Town meeting. 

The other nine members who received 
letters fall into two different categories. 
The term of office for four of them ex- 
pires in 1982 and they can run for re- 
election in March. If they are re-elected, 
they can not be subject to forfeiture of 
office at Spring Town Meeting because 
they will then have a “clean slate," as 
Ward put it. 

Those members are: William 
McClearn of Dean road (precinct 1) with 
six absences, Clara Hewis of Swanton 
slreet (precinct 2) with seven absences; 
Lawrence F, Quigley of Rangely roaa 
(precinct 3) with seven absences and

5) with six absences. 

The five other members who missed 
five or more sessions; subjecting 
themselves to forfeiture of office are:

The Rules Committee Tuesday night 
agreed (o personally call each of the five 
members who may be subject to for- 
feiture of office in Spring. The next step 
in the process, as dictaled by the 
Charter, would be tv send another letter. 

“T anticipate submilting certain 
names of the five under consideration for 
forfeiture of office, but there is always 
the possibilily that some or all will resign 
or provide adequate excuses for their 
absences,” Rules Committee Chairman 
James Skahan said al the meeting 

Many of the members who received 
the December letters were offended and 
some were furious. 

“Tthink (hat Lam rather offended that 
the rules Commiltee sces to equate at 
tendance with fulfillment of one’s duly,"' 
said Alexander, who also serves as 
Chairman of the Board of Appeals in 
Winchester.

$1.8 M In Sewer Repairs Needed, Study Says 


By DAVE LEECO 

It will cost Winchester $1.8 million 
before all the problems with its sewer 
system are ironed out, according to a 
firm conducting a study of (he town's 
sewers. 

David McAnaney, an engineer with 
Coffin and Richardson, which has been 
studying the town's sewers for the past 
five years, gave selectmen a shopping 
list Monday night of sewer projects 
ranging from a $750,000 pumping station 
at the Mystic Lakes to $17,000 of new pipe 
on Lawson rd. 

The projects are designed lo stop the 
backing up of sewer lines in various 
locations around town. 

Public Works Director om Serratore 
lold the seleclmen that he has included 
money in next year’s budgel for two of 
the projects — a new sewer hook-up lo 
the MDC on Horn Pond Brook rd. to 
relieve back-ups on Sylvester ave. and 
Horn Pond Brook rd.; and the con- 
struction of a 15-inch sewer line on 
Everett ave. to lessen back-ups on 
Cambridge st. 

But it will be years before the town 
can hope to finish and pay for all the 
projects on Coffin and Richardson's list. 

"The recommended projects are of 
such magnitude and cost to the town of 
Winchester thal for the next 25 years we 
will be concerned with them,” observed 
Selectman Chairman Edward O'Connell. 

“The mind boggles on all these 
recommendations,’ he said. ‘‘We must 
make sure we pace ourselves.” 

O'Connell asked McAnaney to come 
up with a list of priorities for the sewer 
projects, so the town would know which 
to tackle first. 


in July. 

McAnaney added that by July, his 
firm would have firmer cost figures for 
the project. The costs presented to the 
selectmen Monday night were only 
preliminary estimates, he said. 


The simplest and least expensive 
projects on Coffin and Richardson's list 
were for sewer improvements on the east 
side of town, where there were relatively 
few problems. McAnaney said. The list 
includes: 

—The construction of a 10° diameter 
sewer connecting [rom the town sewer 
line on Horn Pond Brook rd. lo and MDC 
sewer line further down the road. 
Overflows at Lynch School and into 
homes on Sylvester ave. would be ended 
by this hookup, which would cost $10,000, 
McAnaney said, 


—Replacing 550 feet of a 6" sewer line 
on Fells rd. with an 8" line. Now, two 8" 
lines feed into the existing line 6” line, 
causing a bottleneck that backed up 
sewage into homes on Kenilworth rd. The 
cost of replacing the line would come to 
$60,000, McAnaney said. 


-~A similar bottleneck on Leslie rd. 
has caused overflows from manholes 
along Lawson rd. Coffin and Richardson 
has recommended replacing an8" line on 
Lelsie rd. with a 12" line, Cost: $17,000. 


—Backing up of sewage into homes of 
Lawson rd. extention can be avoided by 
replacing 470 feet of 8° sewer line with a 
12" jine, McAnaney said. The project 
would cost the town $27,000. 


The pumping station on Winford wy. 
cannot handle all the sewage flowing into 


much nmiore complex, McAnaney ex 
plained lo the selectmen. 

“This is where we have our most 
dramatic problems,’ said MeAnaney. 
explaining thal the entire west side sewer 
system fed into an 18-inch sewer line buill 
under the Mystic Lakes. 

“The pipe receives the flow from both 
north and south on Cambridge st..” 
McAnaney explained. “The flow from the 
north comes downhill so rapidly that il 
creates @ wall of water. And when that 
hils the flow coming from the south, it 
stops the flow and you have sewage 
popping out by the Boat Club.”

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Drunk Driving Isn’t Issue In State House: Rotondi 


The state legislature will not take 
sleps to curb drunk driving until its 
constiluency proves it really wants to 
stop highway killers, according to state 
Sen. Sam Rotondi. 

Rotondi, speaking at a gathering of 
area physicians, clergymen and 
educators Friday, said thal the current 
falk in the State House over mandatory 
sentencing for drunk drivers is nothing 
more that than a “knee-jerk reaction” to 
recent highway deaths. 

“Coming from the legislature, 
drunken driving really is not an issue,” 
said Rotondi, ‘You've heard statements 
on mandatory sentencing, but that’s just 
a reaction. 

“That is not an awareness of the issue, 
that's just knee-jerk,"’ Rotondi said. 

And like the legislators, Rotondi 
continued, the people of the state have 


yet to call strongly for an end to drunk 
driving. 

"This is an issue I've been hitting 
hard lately,” said Rotondi, ‘But people 
don't want to hear about drunk driving. 

“Ewas giving a speech in Fall River, 
talking about drunk driving, and alter 
the meeting someone came up to me and 
said ‘You'd be a lot better off if you 
talked about other crime issues’,’’ he 
recalled. 

Rotondi was speaking Friday to an 
Arlington group hoping to form a task 
force on alcohol awareness. Included in 
the group were doctors from area 
hospitals, volunteers who ran alcohol hot- 
lines, school officials who deall with 
alcohol in their classrooms, and the head 
of Arlinglon's alcohol education 
program.

“I hope groups like this can get 
together and come up with some broad 
reaching recommendations,’ he con- 
cluded. 


Feed That Meter — Police 
Got New Tickets Today 


Winchester police began handing out 
their new parking tickets today — tickets 
that can be paid at Town Hall. 

And if the tickets are not paid, drivers 
will not be able to renew their licenses or 
automobile registration at the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles. 

The new ticket system was set up 
under a state law. which transferred 
responsibility lor collecting parking fines 
froin the district courts lo the towns and 
cilies. 

Tickets can now be paid directly to 
Winchester Collector-Treasurer Carol 
Thomas. Thomas will] be sending a list of 
the paid tickets to a Burlinglon compuler 
firm which the town recently hired lo 
keep track of the tickets. 

The firm, Programs and Analysis 
Inc., will compile {he names of those who 
haven't paid their tickets wilhin 21 days, 
and send that list to the registry. 

“If people don’t pay up, a year later 
they will go to the registry and find out 
they have to pay a couple hundred dollars 
worth of tickels before they can renew 
their license," said Winchester Police Lt. 
Andrew Crawlord.

lickets, stating where the tickets could be 
paid and the penalties if they aren't.

Priscilla Morse says she doesn’t know 
whal she would do if the town's Meals- 
On-Wheels volunteers didn't bring her 
{wo meals each day. 
__ “I'm an amputee in a wheelchair, and 
it’s very difficult for me to get around a 
Stove,” said the Franklin st. resident. “1 
really appreciate the program, and I 
tell that to the volunteers every day.” 

Morse is one of 20 people who get their 
sustenance from Winchester’s Meals-On- 
Wheels program, which celebrated its 
third anniversary this month.

Volunteers from various 
organizations, like the EnKa Sociely, the 
Red Cross, the Rotary Club, and Church 
Women United deliver lwo meals a day, a 
hot dinner at noon and a_ cold 
supper for later in the day. 

Recipients receive the meals each 
week day, and although the deliveries 
are nol made on weekends, those an the 
program receive a list of foodstuffs — 
such as instant breakfast, soups, peanut 
butter, cheese and eggs - to tide them 
over until Monday. 

“The program is for people who lack a

way to get oul shopping, or have trouble 
getting around to cook,” explained the 
program's coordinalor, Gloria But- 
terfield. ‘It is definitely a way of people 
being able to live in their own homes." 

Butterfield noted that older people 
often skip meals, or don't eal enough food 
for a nutritional meal. 

“Many people may make a cup of tea 
and a piece of toast, and eat it over the 
sink," said Butterfield. “It’s called the 
‘Tea and Toast Syndrome’. and that's 
what our program combats. 

The meals are prepared in the 
Winchester Hospital kitchens by the 
hospital's food service. which provides 
the meals at cost. 

Recipients pay for their meals, whieh 
are prepared to (heir taste. 

“We try to cater to preferences,” said 
Butterfield. “If someone doesn't like 
mashed potatoes, they don't get them, If 
they don't like lomatoes or fish, we give 
them something else.” 

Not only do the meals {it the tastebuds 
of the recipients, they are also 
nutritionally sound. 

“The recipient's doctor prescribes the 


diet — it might be no added salt or low 
cholesterol, or il can be the house diet 
that is served to everyone in the 
hospital,’ said Butterfield. 

In any case, the recipients seem to 
like the food — nutrilious or not. 

“TL think the meals are very good,” 
said one woman, who along wiih ther 
husband has been on the program for the 
fast nine months. ‘I do like the salads 
chicken salad, tuna salad, egg salad 

“They're quite nourishing, and loday 
we had a very nice fruit cup,’ she added. 
“Ht had fresh pinapple in it It was 
delicious.” 

About hall the people on the Meats-On- 
Wheels program are “regulars”, said 
Bullerfield, some of whom have been 
getting (heir meats since the program 
began three years ago. 

Others are on temporarily ~ getting 
meals for a few weeks after they leave 
the hospital, or while recuperating from 
a visit to the hospital 

Volunteers in the program drive one 
dav ono month delivering both meals 
between {foam and 1 p.m. 

Most volunteers work one day a 


month a different EnKa volunteers 
each) Monday, Red Cross volunteers 
Tuesday and on through the week. 

Howard and Marion Niblock. for 
example, team up once a month to 
deliver the food 

“t don't know what some of these 
people would do if we didi’t deliver the 
food,” said Howard “And the peaple are 
very free to express their appreciation 
They don't take it for granted.” 

One of the advantages of the volun- 
teers going into the homes to deliver the 
food, Butterfield pointed out, was that 
they could cheek on the condition of the 
residents they visited 

“The Meals-On-Wheels provides 
someone who can observe the need for 
help,” said Butterfield. “When there is a 
need, then the driver calls the outreach 
committee of the Winchester Seniors 
Association (whieh sponsers the 
program, along with Enka and the 
Rotary). 

Butterfield said she would like two 
more volunteers lo expand the program 
With two people to help in the Winchester 
Hospital kitchens, she explained, Meals- 


On-Wheels could provide food to four 
more people each week 

“Right now. Ed Ray ‘the food ser- 
vices directar al the hospital: says we 
can go no further than 20 people.” ex 
plained Butterfield ‘He would like two 
people to work in the kitchen each 
morning from 9:30 to 11. to help prepare 
the cald suppers. 

The four extra dinners would be 
scooped up quickly, Butterfield said The 
program already has a waiting list 

But il seems Meals-On-Wheels could 
quickly attract a dedicated volunteer 
The ones ithas already, like Pug Mercer 
who drives every day, work hard for the 
program 

“EL think i(s very rewarding,” said 
Mercer “A lol of them aren't able to 
prepare meals or go shopping, and thes 
seem very happy to see me.”

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legislators who are dedicated to doing the 
hard work necessary to insist on honesty 
and efficiency and to create a belter tax 
structure.

“I am tired of being lied to or misled 
by politicians.

The 
plain truth is that we may well have to 
find additional revenues to replace the 
state and local revenues we will lose 
from Reaganomics in Washinglon and 
from ever-larger reductions in property 
lax revenues locally. 

“1 do not begin with fixed answers to 
the problems that confront us, I will 
campaign by discussing the issues and 
learning from the voters in each of the 52 
precincts of this district.”’

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Speak Up — Multi-Use Zoning 
Could Change Your Downtown 


By DAVE LEECO 

Anthony Alblani's plans to 
build an apartment complex on 
upper Main st. (see p. 1 story) 
underscores the need _ for 
multiple-use zoning downtown. 


Albiani has a prime plece of 
downtown Winchester real 
estate. Just off the center of 
town, across the street from the 
Winchester Savings Bank, and 
next to a condominium filled 
with potential shoppers. 

But Albiani's property is ina 
residential district, which has its 
pros and cons, and may be 
enough to keep stores out, if the 
neighbors object. 

Even if he had the permission 
of every neighbor within a 
quarter-mile to put in stores, 
however, Albiani would have a 
hard time doing it. 

It's the economics of the 
thing. Building costs are high; so 
ure the interest rates on any 
mortgage that Albiani would get 
to build the place. 


Stores, being for the most 
part rental properties, don’t pay 
a builder back fast enough to pay 


off those mortgages. 

Condus, on the other hand, do. 
A dozen condos at Winchester’s 
prices can bring in more than $1 
million in short order. 


Albiani’s no fool, he’s plan- 
ning to build condos. 
Where does that leave 


downtown Winchester? It leaves 
us with shoppers complaining 
that there isn't enough variety in 
types of stores and going to 
malls. 


Under multiple-use zoning, 
the shoppers and Albiani could 
both be happy. Albiani could 
build his condos on the top floors, 
getting a relatively quick return 
on his investment. And he could 
put stores on the bottom for a 
steady monthly income. 

The Economic Development 
Committee has voted to submit a 
multiple-use zoning article to the 
Spring Town Meeting. Getting 
ready, the Planning Board is 
currently examining the idea. 


Planning Board Chairman 
Marion Crandall said the board 
has only recently begun to 
“reflect’’ on how such a zoning 


law should be written. 

“T've felt for years that we 
should give this a serious look, ”’ 
said Crandall. ‘We've just begun 
considering it it may have 
changes before we're through. 
It's too early to say what the 
final copy will be." 


Before Town Meeting, 
public hearings will be held to 
find out how the people who live 
in Winchester feel about 
changing downdown zoning. 

There are arguments that the 
downtown should remain a 
small, classic New England town 


center. There are other 
arguments that businesses 
should be enticed into town, 


enlarging and filling the center. 

Usually those arguements go 
unheard at Planning Board 
hearings. Few attend. 

This is an issue that concerns 
the entire town. It is everyone’s 
center. The town, as a whole, 
should decide which direction it 
should take. 

Don't let this issue get settled 
as so many others have been 
settled by a minorily of those 
concerned.

Day Care Choice 


Put Off For 


The decision on which of three day 
care program proposals will serve 
Winchester at the Lynch School next fall 
was put off at least another two weeks. 


At Monday night's School Committee 
meeting, Schoo! Supl. William C. Mac- 
donald was granted an additional two 
weeks — until the Feb 4 meeting --- to 
come up with a recommendation on 
which day care prograin should be ac- 
cepted. 


MacDonald also requested the 
assistance of two committee members to 
ask the “hard questions” in final in- 
terviews with the representatives of the 
three different programs. He said he 
would prepare three or four standard 
queslions for each group in order to 
simplify and quicken the selection 
process. 

“We agreed thal haste makes waste 
and so we would Jike to buy two more 
weeks,’ MacDonald stated, later adding 
that such a selection process is unique 
and therefore time-consuming. 


“We are pioneers in the public sector 
of going after programs like (his,”’ he 
said. 

The three competing proposals are 
Winchesler Child Care Inc,, submitted by 
Alice Madio, Winchester Child 
Development Center Inc., submilted by 
Carole Derry, and the third was sub- 
mitted by Gail B. O'Reilly, whose 
proposal identifies her as a teacher from 
the MacArthur Schoo! in Waltham. 


To aid him in making a recom- 
mendalion, MacDonald went to the 
Wellesley College Center of Research for 
Women where he obtained the name of 
daycare expert Bess Emanuel, whom he 
chose from a list of two others. Emanuel 
wishes not lo be paid or have decision- 
making responsibility, but will serve as a 
consultant. 


Two Weeks 


There was some debate over two 
issues raised during public discussion. 
The first rose when Derry, one of the 
proposal submitters, lold the committee 
she knew Emanuel from past work. This 
came after MacDonald had said that 
Emanuel didn’t know the names of the 
propusal submitters. MacDonald 
squared the question by saying that it 
would be inevilable for people in the 
regional day care field to know each 
other because of the field's newness. 

Additional debate was created by 
MacDonald's request for two committee 
members to help him choose a program. 
From the back of the Sanborn House 
committee room, Alice Madio suggested 
the choice should reflect a measure of 
what the users of the program would 
want. 

“Somebody should take the ptlse of 
what parents need in day care,” said 
Madio, one of the proposa) submitters. 

Committee member Constance Papas 
was more explicit on the need for 
parental consultation. 

“That (the request for lwo committee 
members) doesn’t do much for me,” 
Papas said. ‘How about involving a 
parent.” 

Committee member Catherine 
Alexander then asked if any space other 
{han the Lynch School was possible for 
the day care center. MacDonald an- 
swered that Lynch is the “best space” 
available for next year. 

‘“Phe only good space at the moment 
is Lynch," said the supt. Alexander 
brought up the last issue by asking what 
would happen to the day care program 
“if the designated place is no longer a 
school?” 

MacDonald assured her that would 
not be an issue for next year, but added it 
would probably be covered in the con- 
tract and a matter for lawyers. 


Proud School Committee 
Waives Tuition For ABC Kids 


The looks said it all. 

The proud faces of the School com-* 
mittee members as they watched the 
three WHS seniors from A Betler Chance 
(ABC) file into the committee room 
made it obvious thal the program would 
be renewed with another Luition-free 
year. 

The Winchester ABC program is part 
of a national organization that sends 
underprivileged students lo member 
high schools. Last year, 78 percent of 
ABC seniors across lhe country went on 
to selective colleges. Nine ABC students 
live at the Dix st. home. 

But slatistics weren’t what silenced 
the usually effusive committee mem- 
bers, it was admiration for three young 
men who have come far from their 
homes and cultures to Winchester, to get 
a better education.

It would be almost impossible to 
decide who most enjoyed the Winchester 
High School Child Study Lab, which 
finished its first semester last week. 

The ecstatic faces on the 12 preschool 
children as they played, cooked 
playdough and listened to stories put 
them high up in the running. 

Bul the 18 high schoolers running 
around the lab inventing games and 
lavishing hugs and kisses onto their 
charges looked just as exuberant. 

And there was no disputing that the 
parents who wound up with free morning 
hours were overjoyed with the program. 

“T think the program is fantastic,” 
exclaimed Diane Smith of Spruce st. 
after she picked up her daughter Keri 
Rose. ‘It's the best two-and-a-half hours 
a week | have,” 

Smith said she was amazed at the 
benefits her daughter gleaned from the 
program. 

“She's changed so much,” Smith 
remarked. “She's learned to socialize 
with other children, There aren’t any 
other little children in the neighborhood 
that she can play with. 1 wish she could 
come next year, but she'll be loo old. My 
one-year-old baby, however, will come 
next term,” 

Funded by a Federal Grant, the lab 
was designed to give high schooi students 
first hand experience in caring for and 
observing preschool children. The 
program was open te children 12 months 
old to five years in age. Fees were not 
charged to the preschool participants. 
The sludents received home economics 
course credit for lhe experience. A 
second semester Child Study Lab will 
being the last week in February. 

Home Economics teacher Virginia 
Laats said she did not sptire her students 
any of the responsibilities associated 
with child care.

“I have four 
and a half more years left on my lease,” 
he pointed out, ‘'He’ll (Albiani) have to 
wait for that time period until the owner 
can sell the building and then I have first 
oplion to buy. 

‘I've been here for close to 42 years 
and if I can possibly buy it and continue 
to own it, { would like to,"' he added, 
“Unless Mr. Albiani would like to 
relocate me.” 

According to Board of Appeals 
Secretary Dominic Serratore, the special 
permit granted to Albiani in December, 
1980, for the apartment building plans is 
valid for two years unless the plans are 
changed. 

But that is precisely what Albiani 
wants lo do, ‘That's the reason we 
bought Northern Floors and the Laun- 
dromat,'’ he said. 

Albiani also said he was no longer 
satisfied with the plans for the 28-unit 
apartment house anyway. 

“T wouldn't consider building that 
project anymore because I didn’t like the 
way the building was set in the lot,” he 
explained. ‘'The frontage just didn't look 
good. It looked squeezed in,”’ 

Albiani said he is now considering 
several different condominium options 
regardless of whether or not he makes 
additional land purchases in the future, 

“At this point, we are going ahead 
with a set of plans that does not include 
Exxon and Embassy," he said. 


Even if Albiani could acquire Bossi's 
and the Embassy Cleansers, before he 
could erect the kind of structure he really 
wants he would have to overcome 
another obstacle — zoning laws. 

The strip of Main st. from Fells 
Hardware to Bossi’s Exxon station is 
currently zoned residenlial. The rest of 
Main st. from Fells Hardward (o Woburn 
is zoned commercial. 


Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery noted that the most 
practical type of complex for a developer 
to build on that area would have stores on 
the first floor.

‘In fact, that 
area is probably the most commercial 
part of Main st, from the traffic circle up 
to Woburn."

“You really don’t 
know how much things should cost or 
what needs to be done so if you find 
someone who is honest and reliable, you 
stick with him. This guy (Bossi) seems 
excellent. I came in without an ap- 
pointment and told him I needed a part 
and he said ‘sure’. And he seems to be 
honest.”’ 


Bossi said he has been getting a good 
percentage of Eason’'s old customers and 
reported that business so far is excellent, 


We'd like to have the image of being a 
very good neighborhood station," Bossi 
said. ‘We'd also like to keep up the same 
good trade that was here previously.” 


Bossi said he acquired the new service 
station because he needed more room for 
business. He also noted thal it was 
congested on the corner of Main st. where 
Bossi’s Exxon is located,

In the rest of the town-wide races, 
there is no race at all. 
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said thal zoning change was probably a 
good idea at the time because the street 
was not very commercial and might have 
made a decent residential street. But 
things have since changed. 

‘Now the town has completely recast 
that street as a commercial generator for 
the town,”’ Connery said. ‘All we've done 
now is made a viable commercial area 
non-conforming. 

Multiple Use Zoning applies only to 
the downtown business area, It allows for 
a mixture of uses for an area, For 
example, one building could be used for 
professional, office, retail and residential 
purposes. In return for granting that 
“Privilege” to a builder, the town places 
some stipulations on the project. 

Ten percent of the site must be left 
open for landscaping. That amount is 
more than the present landscaping 
requirement. Under the multiple use 
zoning proposal, the town also has more 
control over the site plans and ar- 
chitectural design. Parking 
requirements also change. Under the 
present central business district zoning, 
a developer could build an office building 
without being required to provide 
parking, 

“That could be a disaster for the 
town,’ Connery said. Multiple Use 
Zoning requires the builder to provide 
parking for his building. 

“It’s a give and take,"’ Connery said. 
“That's the whole philosophy behind 
multiple use zoning. The town gets more 
control over future buildings and a 
developer can make them more 
economically feasible. 

“Tf we have such a strangle hold on 
developers, we'll continue to decline,"’ he 
continued, “But if we can induce 
development, it will do a world of good 
for the town, 

‘Y think that area (which Albiani 
hopes to build on) is a hell of an im- 
portant area in this town and the town 
really needs development in that area,"’ 
he added ‘‘The Economic Development 
Committee has already had a policy vote 
to encourage development in that area.’’

the capital expenditures budget, which 
jumped from $251,000 this year to 
$1,132,000 in FY 1983. 

The budget includes a $60,000 ar- 
chitectural study on building a new fire 
and police station, $242,000 for 
rehabilitating the town’s sewer and 
water systems, and $65,000 for repairs on 
the Vinson-Owen School roof. 

These increases, along with the usual 
inflation-inspired budget growth, will 
mean the town will have to cut $1 million 
from the budget before it is presented to 
‘Town Meeling members for approval 

Groux has estimated the town’s 
revenues will increase by about $958,000 
next year — mainly from increased use 
of the town's stabilization fund (up 
$400,000), sale of land account (up 
5190,000) and from a sewer use charge 
Groux estimated will bring in $300,000. 

Groux is also expecting more money 
from taxes next year. Prop. 2.5 allows a 
2.5 percent increase in taxes each year, 
so Groux is figuring this year's tax levy 
of $17,130,008 will rise to $17,558,259, 

All those tax levy figures are pure 
guesswork, of course, as the town still 
has not received the final assessment 
figure from Patton Assoc., the firm 
revaluating the town. 

Groux based his $17,130,000 estimate 
on an assessment figure of $685 million. 
That figure, he noted, ‘has a major ef- 
fect upon estimates for both this year and 
for next.” 

Selectmen will review the budget over 
the next few weeks, and the final budget 
will be submitted to the Finance Com- 
mittee on Feb. 15.

Hoopsters Battle Belmont 


Boys Not Hot Enough

First the good news. 

Tuesday night the Sachems racked up 
their season high point total. 

Unfortunately, it was a game of mixed 
news because Tuesday night they hap- 
pened to play a hotter team. Al the end of 
the night it was the Belmont Marauders 
who were blawing smoke from the end of 
their guns, having outshol the Sachems 
85 to 74. 

“If there's a bright note, it's that we 
put that many points on the board," said 
a noticeably dejected coach John Myers. 

If the Sachems had shot only from 
outside 15 feet, they might have scored 
even more points. 

High point man John Myers con- 
sistently shot from the 18 foot neigh- 
borhood and scored 24 points. 

Tim Hoffman sank the majority of the 
Sachem’s final points from radar 
distance. He came up with a low nine 
points for the game mostly because of 
infrequent shooting in the first half. 

But the Sachem's oulside game had to 
be sharp because lays-up continue to be 
as difficult to hit as they were in at the 
beginning of the season. 

‘We probably missed as many shots 
inside as we did outside,”* explained the 
coach, 

“We need a good percentage of 
seoring inside."’ ‘Definitely, we need 
more inside scoring.” 

The wame opened up quickly and it 
took six minutes before the Sachems 
went behind by five, 15 to 10. At the end of 
the first period the Marauders led 21 to 
14. 

Other than missing two bombs and 
two layups, the beginning of the second 
period was memorable for that which 
can only he described as a backcourt 
fumble recovery by Steve MacDonald. 
After racing a considerably smaller 
Marauder forty feet, MacDonald 
shoulder blacked his opponent towards 
the stands while picking up the ball and 
taking one stride in for two points. 

Towards the two minute mark, a 
couple of inside moves brought the 
Sachems as close as they would be for the 
half. At 2:38, John Myers created a three 
point play with a power lay up from the 
right. Ervin Beeman brought them 
within five with a rebound dog fight that 
Have him the chance to hit (woadditional 
foul shols. Belmont's lead had eroded to 
33 to 28. 

Bul alter Myers hit a 20 footer from 
the left, Belmont did most of the scoring 
including two points at the buzzer which 
sent the Sachems into half-time losing 42- 


to 34. 

The second half opened demon- 
strating a Sachem weakness coach 
Myers consciously compensales for. The 
weak side of ihe Winchester's defense is 
vuinerable because the zone is sluggish 
to adjust. 

“Overall, we are not a quick team 
defensively,’” said Myers, who added 
thal Belmont's high shooting percentage 
for the night was enough of a problem in 
itself. 

But later in the third quarter the 
Sachems put on a drive that turned out to 
be their last significant comeback at- 
tempt of the night. With 4:10 on the clock, 
Beeman scored Winchester’s first inside 
points of the night with an offensive 
rebound that metamorphasized into a 
three point play. 

In 40 seconds, Myers hit another of his 
twenty footers from the right to bring the 
Sachems within four 48 lo 44. 

That was as close as the Marauder 
artillery would allow. Belmont tallied six 
unanswered points with two bombs anda 
fast break lay up off a Sachem trunover. 
MacDonald hit a jumper to make it 54 to 
46, momentarily, until the Sachem zone 
yielded two quick inside baskets. 

The third quarter ended with Belmont 
having some margin for error at 62 to 50. 
Despite Myers suick score off the final 
period tap, the Sachems only got as close 
as nine, 7 to 70, aller Hoffman and 
Myers hit twe quick bombs with 1:25 in 
the game. 

‘The Marauders outshot the Sachems 
six to four in the last minute to win the 
game 45 to 74. In the last three minutes of 
the game, Myers had been three for three 
from over 15 feet, while Hoffman had 
been two of three from more than 20 feet. 
Apparently, it takes more than a big gun 
or two to win the war. 

After the game, Coach Myers singled 
out the Sachem’s inside vulnerability as 
key problem. The Sachems steadily 
missed inside shots and were 
outrebounded 35 to 31 [or the game. 

“They were more aggressive on the 
bourds than we were,” said the coach. 
The problem was particularly costly in 
the first half when the Marauders hit on 
many of their follow up shots. 

But for this game, il was Belmont’s 
prolific point production that continually 
diffused Sachem coups. MacDonald and 
Chip Triglione each scored 16 points and 
had eight and seven rebounds, respec-

Kindergarten Setup Answers Needs 


Entering kindergarten that im? 
portant first step on a child's long road of 
education — is a time of pride and joy for 
any parent, 

Yet sending a five year-old off to 
school can be a time of great concern for 
parents too. They hear of increased class 
sizes —~ as many as 25 children per 
teacher. Some wonder, “Will my child 
get the individual attention he needs?” 
Others ask themselves, “Is my child 
ready emotionally and socially for such a 
class?’ Some wish they could participate 
more directly in their child's education. 

A program thal was developed in 
response to these parental concerns is 
the Neighborhood Cooperative Nursery 
School's Kindergarten Program. Now in 
existence for two years, the program was 
originated when parents of some of the 
four-year-olds in the nursery school 
approached teacher Bettie Jellis. 

The resull, they feel, has been a 
kindergarten program with some pluses. 
“At first we called it | lhe — pre- 
kindergarten enrichment program, but 
we realized that our five year-old class 
offered all the skills that pubtie kin- 
dergarten does but with added 
features of small class size, enrichment 
activilies, and parental involvement in 
the classreom, comments NCNS 
President Kuth McDowell. 

The kindergarten class meets four 
days a week, from noon to 2:30 p.m 
Children begin their school day by 
sharing lunch time — and experiences. 
“The atmosphere is like that of a church 
supper -- the minute you share food, 
conversalion staris," observes Bettie 
Jellis. 

From lunch, the children go on to the 
various phases of a structured but 
flexible day. 

There is then a free choice period 
where a child can select an activity of his 
own, followed by a time thal can be for 
musie or learning games. 

In the time left in the day, there may 
be an art project, a gym class, or time to 
explore children’s interests in science. At 
the moment the children are studying the 
weather, keeping a calendar of weather 
happenings and learning about different 


weather patterns. j h 
Jellis also likes to coordinate field 


trips with class studies. After a unit in 
transportation last year, the class used a 
variety of forms of public transportation 
to take a trip to the Transportation 
Museum in Boston. A project on Indians

“He wasn't used to 
being away from home or being ina large 
group. The program has made the ad- 
justment of going to school much easier 
for him — and me.”

“I just simply feel that what this 
Rules Committee is trying to do is make 
Town Meeting more efficient and that 
total efficiency is not what democralic 
government is about, ‘Total efficiency is 
a mark of facism and frankly I'm a little 
annoyed with the Rules Committee." 

Hewis questioned the legality of the 
forfeilure of office amendment. 

“In the years past. | had a better 
attendance record, but this year | was 
tied up with other committments and 
that’s why I'm not running for re-election 
this year,” she explained. “It doesn't 
seem reasonable to run if you're not 
going to be there,” 

But Hewis said she also felt the Rules 
Committee should pursue a different 
strategy to limit absences at Town 
Meetings, 

“1 do think the rules committee has 
got to strongly emphasize attendance, 
but I don’t feel a person who was elecled 
to a seat can be pul out of a seat by 
anyone other than those who put him 
there in the first place,”’ she said. 

Sericku also was angered by the 
letters he received. As a result, he said he 
plans to resign. 

“IUs appropriate for people to attend 
all the meetings but there are a number 
of reasons why people sometimes can't 
attend,” he said. "The thing thal disturbs 
me is that {'ve always had a good record 
but this year ] did have a problem and I 
get a letter in the mail saying that I 
should resign or they will boot me out.

“It would be unfair for me to run 
again this year, but maybe | could enter 
into Town Meeting again at a later time.” 
he concluded, 

Lindsey said he did not attend 
meetings because he was away on 
business trips bul hoped that his con- 
stituents would look at his past at- 
lendance records when they considered 
his bid for re-election. He said he agreed 
with the forfeiture of office process and 
that he was sure there would not be any 
conflicts during Town Meeting nights this 
year. 


All of the TM members interviewed 
who are up for re-election and have had 
good altendance records said they 
favored the forfeiture of office provision. 

“TI think it's fair enough, said Clarence 
Borggaard of Franklin road (precinct 4) 
who had a perfect altendance record, “It 
might pul some people on their toes.

..New Center Shops, Restaurants, 
Offices And Apartments Planned

Downtown Winchester could have an 
entirely new look in five years. 


Economie Development Coordinator 
John Connery recently released long- 
range plans for what would be the 
“largest commercial development’ in 
the history of the downtown area, 

Connery said he would like to see a 
mixed business and residential zone in 
the area between the railroad em- 
bankment and the Aberjona river. In- 
cluded in Connery’s redevelopment plan 
is the old Purity Supreme building, the 
police and fire stations, and the parking 
lots and small buildings that lie behind. 

Connery says that at present the area 
Generates a third of its possible tax 
value, The development could quadruple 
the land’s value, stabilize downtown 
rents, add needed apartment space, and 
transform “the backwash of Win- 
chester” into “something people can be 
proud of,” according to Connery. 

However, there must be a gauntlet of 
downtown changes before anyone should 
plan their first shopping stroll along the 
Aberjona. 

“But at this point, it's all sort of pie in 
the sky,"' he remarked, ‘It think frankly 
you're talking five years." 

The changes needed before the area 
can be developed run trom the relocation 
of the police and fire departments to a 
radical zoning change for the area.

..New Purity Supreme Store Is 
Now Doing Land-Office Business 


By KEITH McALLISTER 

You would think Leo Hebert, manager 
of the new Purity Supreme, had just 
struck gold in his backyard. 

“T love it,” said Hebert looking down 
from his office at the packed register 
lines. ‘‘You're with an operation that has 
the best thing going.” 

One thing the new Purity visibly has 
going for it is business — a lot of it. 

“We're doing ten times what the old 
store did,’ he explained, ‘we'll end up 
averaging about eight times the 
amount.” 

Purity’s new location features an 
expanded operation in all senses. 
Floorspace increased from 10,000 sq. feet 
to 21,000 sq. feet. The supermarkel's 
hours are up to 24 from nine hours a day. 
The 30 employees from the old Purity are 
now part of an 180 person staff. 

In short, Purity is well prepared for 
what has been an enormous increase in 
the traffic of shoppers and goods, 


Almost three times as many 
customers file past the new Purity cash 
registers as before with an increase from 
6000 customers per week in the old store 
to an average of 15,000 per week in the 
new location. The old store unloaded two 
grocery trailers in a week. A trailer 
arrives at the new store each day, with 
three unloading on Saturday.

The one problem with burgeoning 
number of shoppers is that they are far 
more easily accommodated than their 
cars. 

“Our biggest problem is with the 
parking," said Hebert, adding that he 
requires Purity employees to park their 
cars off the Jot to help the space problem. 

“One of the reasons First National 
(the property’s previous occupant) went 
out of business was the problem with 
parking space,"’ he stated. Hebert went 
on to say that he hoped shoppers would 
learn to spread themselves oul over the

...But Some Local Merchants Cry Foul 
About Purity’s Impact On Business

When Purity Supreme expanded and 
moved, their sales skyrocketed, But 
many downtown food merchants feel that 
success was partly at their expense. 

And some fear Winchester’s shops 
will be squeezed out of town, the informal 
downtown shops replaced by an im- 
personal supermarket - unless residents 
go back to patronizing the specially 
shops. 

While the manager of the new Purily 
Supreme rejoiced about his increased 
revenues since the 24-hour supermarket 
opened its doors on Jan. 4, the mood was 
a bit more samber among the smaller 
food markel owners. 

From store to small food shop, the 
story was the same. Sales noliceably 
dropped since the new Purity Supreme 
came to town. 

“We're nol doing the business that we 
were doing.” acknowledged Vinny 
Bottafuoco of Continental Cow on Church 
st. “We cannot compete wilh them 
(Purily), They're open 24 hours and it's 
cutting into our business timewise. 


“We had hoped that people would take 
advantage of our localion when Purity 
Supreme moved out of the center, but 
now that they have a bakery and a fish 
shop and everything else, people take all 
their business there.” he added. 

A spokesperson for Nelson’s bakery 


said her shop, too, had been adversely 
affecled by the decrease in traffic 
through the central downton area. 

“There's no people here," she said, 
making a sweeping gesture toward the 
empty sidewalk outside the bakery. 
“Especially on a Saturday morning. 
That used lo be our best day. Now you 
don't see people like you used to. | lost 
the person who wanted to buy a cake or 
would stop in and make an order for later 
in the week 

“My sales did not drop as low as I had 
thought they would, but you never like to 
see your business go down,” she added. 


Situated next to the old Purity 
Supreme building, the Pisces Pantry fish 
market was also hurt by the decline in 
traffic in thal area. 

“Business has slowed down quile a 
bil," said John Frongillo, owner of 
Pisces Pantry. “I'm missing all the 
walking traffic. Purity drove all the 
traffic out of the centra) downtown when 
they moved.” 

The owner of One or Two Things on 
Mi. Vernon St. was oul of the state and 
could not be reached for comment. Bul 
the White Hen Pantry, Winchester's 
other convenience food market which 
stays open late, saw a decline in 
business. 

“Naturally, we've been affected,” 
said Chester Greennell, owner of White

All of the small food market owners 
said that January, with all ils) bad
